S a n F r a n c i s c o . October 1 8 th .—The H aw ­ 
aiian Cabinet, in answer to a committee 
representing a public meeting of Haw aiian 
citizens, who m ade inquiry concerning the 
relations between the kingdom and the 
U nited States, on October 4th issued a 
statem ent, in whicb its position relative to 
the proposed treaty is explained. 
It states, 
according to. information received to-day 
by the City of Peking, that the Cabinet has 
for a long tim e had under consideration 
the practicability of extending the treaty 
relations with the United Sietes so as to 
enhance and increase both the comm ercial 
and political benefits which the two coun­ 
tries now enjoy by reason of existing 
treaties. 
As the result of nearly a year's consider­ 
ation of this subject by the Cabinet, the 
Minister Resident at W ashington has been 
instructed to ascertain w hether the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States is willing to 
entertain propositions looking to the end 
above indicated, and, sh o u ld ’ he find such 
willingness 10 exist, he ¡3 instructed to 
open negotiations w ith this Government 
for the conclusion of a treaty which will 
effect the purposes hereunder indicated. 
This statem ent of the present status of 
the subject renders it u n n e c e ssa ry to say 
that no proposition has been mode or 
accepted b y the United States and that no 
treaty has been subm itted to H is Majesty 
for signature. 
The reasons which influenced the Cabinet 
were as follow s: 
First — U ncertainties w hich 
snrround the 
Reciprocity T reaty, sutgect to term ination at a 
y ear's notice, w hich effects th e w ell-being of 
th e islands. 
Second—T he m ovem ent in the U nited States 
to teduce sugar duties and give bounties to 
A m erican sugar, 
w hich w ould discrim inate 
against the islands. 
T hird—The lim itations of th e existing treaty. 
I f a m utual agreem ent can be arrived at w here­ 
by the products of eith er country can be ad ­ 
m itted free iuto th e other, a great stim ulus will 
be given to new industries iu th e islands, re­ 
su ltin g in an increase of exports a u d of do­ 
m estic and foreign shipping, th e bringing into 
cultivation and increasing in value of m any 
lan d s now waste. 
F o u rth —The political condition. T he H aw ­ 
aiian islands a re now th e ouiy group iu the 
Pacific w hich is w holly self governing. Our 
situation is peculiar. We have no m ilitary or 
naval strength of ou r ow n to m aintain our a u ­ 
thority a. aiust th e pettiest n aval pow er, and 
w e have to-day no guarantee ol o u r continued 
independence, as against any foreign nation, 
o th er th an th e sufferance of th e m utual jealous­ 
ies of th e great powers. 
W ithin the past few years the policy of an ­ 
nexation has prevailed am ong the European 
nations interested in Polynesia, w hich h as re­ 
sulted iu the rapid absorption o f n early all the 
Pacific Islands. 
W ithin th e year last past we have seen Samoa 
lose h er position as a self-governing State. The 
eels of h er G overnm ent are now subject to the 
approval of th e G overnm ents of th e United 
States, E ngland and G erm any, and h ad it not 
been for the good offices of th e U nited States 
G overnm ent th e probability is th a t she would 
have ere now been annexed by one or m ore 
European nations. 
W ithin the past year th e question o f the dis­ 
position au d absorption o f th e H aw aiian islands, 
as well as of Samoa, has been the subject of 
serious consideration by certain of th e nations 
interested in th e Pacific. 
T he C abinet is of th e opinion th a t th e in ter­ 
ests of th is country, an d of every race and in ­ 
dustry resident or located therein, w ill be best 
served by th e continuances ot its present in d e­ 
pendent state, free Irum any p rotectorate or con­ 
trol on th e part of any foreign Governm ent. 
It is, an d ever w ill be, the endeavor o f the 
present A dm inistration to not only unqualifiedly 
m ain tain th is status, but to obtain such assur­ 
ances an d guarantees th ereo f as w ill rem ove 
th e question irom the debatable politics of the 
worid. 
It has long been th e custom of European n a ­ 
tions to form alliances w ith neighboring coun­ 
tries for purposes of defense, safety and com­ 
m ercial exchange. T he tim e has, in th e opinion 
o f the C abinet, arrived w hen we should follow 
a precedent so w ell established, an d form an 
alliance w ith some great nation. If an alliance 
of th is ch aracter is desirable, it should be in the 
direction w here th e grealest interest lies. 
The proxim ity o f th e U nited States, th e cor­ 
d ial friendship w hich has been from the com ­ 
m encem ent oi our civilization a m arked c h ar­ 
acteristic of our relations w ith th e Am erican 
people, and 
the extensive com m ercial e x ­ 
changes w hich are th e result of such relations, 
point inevitably to th a t great country as our 
best friend, our m ost valuable com m ercial col- 
leagne and our n atu ral political ally. 
A nim ated, ras 
we are. by the desire 
to 
strengthen an d extend th e com m ercial ties 
w hich have done so m uch for o nr national pros­ 
perity, an d to secure th e safety and peipetuRtion 
o f our iu stitu io n s by an alliance w hereby we 
shall have the positiveand efficacious guarantee 
of a strong friend against interference by itself 
or others w ith o u r periect autonom y, independ­ 
ence and sovereignty, w e have instructed onr 
representative ut W ashington to ascertaiu if th e 
U nited States w ould be wHliug to negotiate w ith 
us a convention w hereby th e follow ing objects 
m ay be sec u re d : 
F irst—To continue in iorce all treaties and 
conventions now existing betw een th e two n a ­ 
tions u n til they shall find it m u tu ally advanta­ 
geous to abrogate or m odify such u eaties or con­ 
ventions, or any of them . 
Second—T hat all products of eith er country 
w hich are by virtue of th e R eciprocity Treaty 
adm itted free ot d u ty into th e o th er conntry 
sh all be treated in respect of bounties paid, ex ­ 
em ptions or im m unities, aud in a il other re­ 
spects as if such articles w ere of th e grow th, 
produce or m anufacture of th e country into 
w hich they are so adm itted. 
T h ird —To provide for th e entry in to eith er of 
th e tw o countries, w ithout paym ent of duty, of 
all products o f th e other, excepting, however, 
opium , spirituous liquors ot m ore th a n 18 per 
cent, alcoholic strength, an d ail articles p ro ­ 
h ibited by law in eith er country. 
F o u rth —A positive and efficacious guarantee 
by th e U nited States G overnm ent of th e perfect 
independence aud autonom y of the H aw aiian 
Governm ent in all its dom inions, and its right 
o f sovereignly over such dom inions 
To enable th e U nited States G overnm ent to do 
th is w ithout danger o f com plication w ith o th er 
Pow ers, we do agree not to negotiate treaties 
w ith o th er nations w ithout th e know ledge of 
th e U nited States G overnm ent.

S an F ran cisco, October 18 b.—I t is ru ­ 
mored here that the Philadelphia Brewery 
had been sold to English capitalists and 
that the purchase price was $3,000,000; that

deeds had been drawn and signed by all 
the W ieland heirs, and that several other 
breweries are now bonded, preparatory to 
being turned over to that same syndicate. 
R J. W ieland denies that any such state 
of aSairs exists. 
He says, however, that 
an English syndicate has been trying to 
purchase the brewery and the W itiand 
family stated that they would sell it for 
$3.000,000, but not a cent less. 
In July Mr. 
Wiswall, who represented the English syn­ 
dicate, desired to exam ine the books of the 
business. 
Mr. W ieland would not consent 
to allowing any exam ination to be made 
till $25,000 was paid for the privilege. 
The 
money was handed over anil the account­ 
ant went to work, and at the end of his 
task he communicated with his employers. 
The result was an offer ot $2,500.000, which 
was refused. Then came offers of $2,600,­ 
000, $2 700,000 and at las! $2,800,000. All were 
declined. The last offer was m ade only 
last W ednesday. 
Mr. W ieland is of the 
opinion that the syndicate has received op­ 
tions on the National and United States 
Brew eries. 
E A. Denicke, President of the Freder­ 
icksburg Brewery, states that he has had 
no conversation with anyone about selling 
the brewery, and, lurtherm ore, it is not for 
sale at any price.

CHINA. 
All doubt as to the intention of the Chi­ 
nese Governm ent to proceed with the con­ 
struction of railways has been set at rest 
by the publication of an Im perial decree 
sanctioning the construction of a line from 
Peking to Hoihow. It is to be commenced 
at both ends. Li H ung Chang being in ­ 
trusted with the north part and Chang Chi 
T ung with the southern part. 
“ The Sov­ 
ereign is of the opinion,” says the edict, 
"th at to m ake a country powerful railways 
are essential.” The chief cause of this 
great revolution in the policy of the Chi­ 
nese Empire is a growing dread of invasion, 
especially from Russia. The line is to be 
built in sections, and the money for it will 
be raised in sm all loans as the work pro­ 
gresses.

There is a very general feeling in the 
North that the Viceroy Li H ung Chang s 
health is steadily weakening, and that his 
life is now a very uncertain one. 
A great fire occurred at Foochow on the 
1st inst. About one thousand houses were 
burned, and damage done to the extent of

the people in the district protesting against 
the establishm ent of a new likin station.

G u a y m a s, Sonora, 1889. 
T ravelers say of this odd and isolated 
little town th at it possesses two things in 
an em inent degree— pretty girls and hot 
w eather. 
T he latter is simply indescriba­ 
ble, especially when th e wind happens to 
be shoreward, the incircling hills com­ 
pletely shutting off every breath of air 
not heated to 120° in the shade. 
As to the 
señoritas, .they certainly are beautiful 
w hile young, but, unfortunately, women 
age rapidly in this fervid climate, and 
seem as old at 25 as most N orthern females 
a t 40. 
There is one thing, however, in 
favor of the Guaymus girls, viz., th at they 
know how to dress better than th eir sis­ 
ters in most parts of M exico—a circum ­ 
stance due to th e large foreign elem ent of 
th e city, chiefly Am erican and French. 
“ Beauty unadorned ” is all very well— in 
poetry, and perhaps in fact, if left abso­ 
lutely unadorned. 
But the prettiest wo­ 
m an is not attractive when slouching 
about corsetless, in an ill-fitting, badly cut 
gown (no m atter how rich th e m aterial), 
w hich sags just enough in the rear to wipe 
up the dusty streets, hatless and gloveless, 
h a ir banged straight over the brows a la 
poodle and feet crowded into shoes two 
sizes too small, with enormously high heels 
th at 
give the wearer a gait absurdly 
awkward. 
. 
. 
In many plazas, in various portions of 
th is sunny country, where the elite are 
wont to promenade, I have watched the 
processions of wealth, youth and beauty, 
longing to prop up the plump figures into 
som ething like shapeliness, to gather the 
untidy foldsof the skirts into grace of con­ 
tour. and fling those ungainly heels “into 
the m iddle of next week.” But then, they 
all have abundant dark hair, lustrous eyes 
and pretty teeth; and in Sonora most of 
them know how to wear their good clothes 
in a becoming way, and, better than all, 
th e ir faces have a blush and glow, in keep­ 
ing w ith their liquid eves, indicating good 
health, rich blood and warm hearts—and 
beside them the average pale-tinted Amer 
ieano looks like a snow-drift. 
H ere all the native women, M exican and 
Y aqui, still wear over th e head, instead of 
hats or bonnets, either the Spanish man­ 
tilla (pronounced man-tee-ya). 
or the 
rebosa. 
The former is simply a three- 
cornered shawl of black or white lace; and 
th e latter is a long, wide scarf, black or blue 
cotton, wool or silk. 
No other sort of 
head-covering is ever seen here, except 
among the visiting strangers, and none 
other could be so universally becoming and 
so suited to the climate. 
In most other 
respects the Sonora ladies follow Ameri­ 
can styles, except in th e m atter of gloves 
(w hich are never woru at all), and those 
execrable French heels, nearly a finger 
high, set directly under the instep. 
Prob­ 
ably the 
TOTAL ABSENCE OF GLOVES 
Is largely owing to the difliculty of getting 
them ou and off' in an atm osphere so pers­ 
piration-provoking; but, notw ithstanding 
th is lack of protection from the tropic sun 
and the blistering glare of the nearby bay, 
th e Guaymas ladies are justly famed for 
th e whiteness and beauty of th eir hands, 
in which they take great pride. 
Probably 
th is arises from the fact th at m anual labor 
is considered dishonorable for any b ut the 
lowest classes; and poor, indeed, m ust the 
aristocratic M exican become before he or 
she will consent to do any kind of work, 
indoors or out—in most cases I verily be­ 
lieve they would prefer starvation. 
To be 
sure, the ladies look after their households 
a little each day, after a fashion—th at is, 
they go around the casa and worry the 
m ultitude of servants by ignorant orders; 
and most of them use the needle skillfully 
on lace work and embroidery. 
But for the 
most part th eir lives are spent in the ham ­ 
mock—eating, sleeping, smoking cigarettes 
in dainty silver holders, and chatting airy 
nothings. 
They are all very religious and 
regular church-goers to m orning mass and 
evening vespers, observing all fiestas and 
doing w hatever priest and confessor dic­ 
tates. 
They read little or nothing, as a 
rule know nothing of the world beyond 
th eir lim its of vision, and their highest 
idea of enjoyment is in dancing and sinless 
flirtation. 
There are a great many balls, 
and every evening there is informal danc­ 
ing in somebody’s casa. It is the universal 
custom everywhere in Mexico for neigh­ 
bors and friends to “drop in” of an even­ 
ing w ithout especial invitation, and al­ 
ways “where two or three are gathered to­ 
g e th er” there is music and dancing, to 
which these light-hearted, pleasure-loving, 
warm-blooded people incline, as naturally 
as ducks to water. 
As an incident characteristic of the 
place, I may m ention th at coming to Guay­ 
mas once, via the California Gulf, the 
steam er arrived on Monday m orning; it 
was after 9 o’clock when I went ashore 
w ith the Captain, but we found everything 
shut-up—the Custom-house, the Postoffiee, 
th e stores; nobody stirring but the A m eri­ 
can Consul, even the distributor of the 
m ails and the m aster of the port being 
cross and sleepy because disturbed so early. 
There had been a carnival ball the night 
before (Sunday), and young and old had 
danced till Monday dawning. 


T H E HOUSES O F GUAYMAS 
A re of stone and adobe—mostly the latter, 
built in the prevailing style of Mexico, 
one story high, with flat roofs and walls 
from three to five feet thick. 
The more 
pretentious residences inclose 
a 
court, 
around the inner walls being a broad ver­ 
anda or corridor, open to the court, every 
apartm ent leading into it by its only door, 
there being no outside doors, excepting the 
m ain entrance, which also leads to the 
court and thence to the rooms of the casa, 
and through which donkeys and carriages 
m ay come as well as the people. 
The 
poorer classes—and they compose by far 
th e larger part of the population— inhabit 
palaces made of poles tied together by 
w ithes and plastered w ith a little sun- 
dried mud, doorless, windowless and roofed 
w ith cactus branches, palm-leaves, old rags 
or w hatever happened to come in the 
builders’ way. 
Even in th e best houses, 
window-¿lass" is rare, the casement being of 
th e French type—double and reaching 
from floor to ceiling, th e place of the ordi­ 
nary sash, to which we of the N orth are 
accustomed, being filled by folding doors of 
solid wood, so th at when closed the rcoms 
are in total darkness. 
. 
B ut in this m ild clim ate there is no 
season of the year when the windows may 
not be left wide open, by night as by day, 
because securely protected from outside 
intruders bv bars of wood or iron. 
A kind 
of V enetian shades, w ith slats, is sometimes 
used to partially screen those w ithin from 
th e public gaze,' the houses being all built 
even w ith the street. 
T he universal pres­ 
ence of window bars gives a prison-like 
aspect to the buildings and suggests a feel­ 
ing of insecurity in a state of society 
th a t seems to demand such extraordinary 
precautions; tu t th at judgm ent would not 
be just, because in more advanced com­ 
m unities th an most of those in M exico 
sim ilar protection would be necessary for 
rooms on a level with the street if the 
elem ents were so warm th a t windows open­ 
ing to the floor m ust be left open the year 
around. 
No community, north or south, 
is so honest as to perm it, w ith im punity, 
such 
am ple 
opportunity for 
trespass. 
Aiuaymas is well policed, andas good order 


prevails here as in any A m erican tow n of 
its size. 
Among the public buildings of G uay­ 
mas the C athedral is the finest, of stone 
and adobe, so stuccoed over th at none can 
tell “which is which.” 
T he internal ar­ 
rangements are after the m anner of all 
large foreign churches—w ithout pews or 
seats of any kind, worshipers being ex­ 
pected to remain kneeling on the tiled 
floor while in its sacred walls. 
Some of 
the more fastidious communicants provide 
themselves with praver-rugs, 
which a 
servant carefully spreads before his master 
or mistress, and folds and carries home at 
the close of the service. 
Some of the more 
aristocratic go so far as to set up little in­ 
dividual oratorios of their own, which are 
left perm anent in by the church. T he im ­ 
ages in 
GUAYMAS CA TH ED RAL 


Are rath er better than common, and the 
altar is really fine. 
T here is a big picture 
of Santa G uadalupe, the Creole virgin, 
who is the especial patroness of M exico; 
besides her opponent in war, the V irgin de 
las Remedios (which Cortz’ army carried, 
and the Spaniards afterwards when they 
fought against theM exicansin their strug­ 
gle for independence, the latter bearing 
the Creole Guadalupe), both, strangely 
enough, being reverenced as the same holy 
V irgin, the m other of Christ. 
_ 
E very Sunday, at the close of m orning 
service in this cathedial, the right of bap­ 
tism is administered. 
The baptistry is lo­ 
cated at the base of one of the towers, and 
as a rule a large percentage of the candi­ 
dates for the sacred ceremony are Indians. 
The Yaquis hereabouts are universally 
very pious, and they bring the babies to be 
baptized before their eyes 
are 
fairly 
opened. The infants are dressed in nothing 
but a scanty strip of cloth, and often not 
even that, th e m other covering the naked 
morsel of hum anity as best she can with 
her own ragged rebosa. 
W atching the 
weekly baptismal performance, one sees a 
confused chaos of struggling brown arms 
and legs and hears a babel of puny cries. 
The adult Yaquis hereabouts dress fairly 
well, in the prevailing fashion of the 
country. 
In appearance they are the most 
mild and harmless of people. 
There is a 
village of 
them over the hills behind 
Guavmas, in a valley called the Yaqui, 
which is green and lovely w ith gardens. 
They are a poor people, but scrupulously 
honest, doing no work but th at of culti­ 
vating their fields. 
O thers of the same 
tribe are scattered all over Sonora, and are 
said to be the best laborers in the country, 
especially in the mines, it having passed 
into a proverb th at “ one Yaqui is worth a 
dozen Mexicans.”

Those persons not connected with ship­ 
ping interests cannot readily form any­ 
thing like a correct idea of the immense 
expense in fitting out one of Uncle Sam’s 
vessels for a cruise in foreign parts. 
The 
work also requires attention to a mass of 
detail rather appalling to a landsman, but 
accepted as a m atter of course by the pay­ 
m aster of the ship, whose errors of judg­ 
ment may sometimes cause privation and 
discomfort to the crew. 
It is not the case, 
as m ight be supposed, th at when fitting 
out, the heads of various departm ents 
officially notify the paym aster of their 
probable wants on the proposed cruise. 
T hat officer may, and often does consult 
with them informally on the subject, but 
the Navy D epartm ent supplies him with 
requisition blanks, on which are listed all 
the articles ordinarily used on board ship, 
and he thereupon estimates the probable 
needs of the vessel and crew for three 
months, makes the necessary requisitions 
upon the proper bureau of the Depart­ 
ment, receives the stores from the store­ 
keepers, and stows them aboard. 
I t is interesting to follow the labors of a 
paymaster of a 1,500 ton cruiser of the 
ordinary type in fitting out for sea. 
In 
the first place, the Governm ent provides 
the hull and engines. 
The standing rig­ 
ging and masts are actually in the hull at 
the time, but they are invoiced to the pay­ 
master, and here his labors begin. 
H e is 
provided w ith a set of books, rather in tri­ 
cate in theory, and a clerk to help him 
keep them, together with a small iron safe. 
These are then turned over to him by in­ 
voice, along w ith other articles invoiced to 
him at diflérent times. 
H e next turns his 
attention to the naval stores, of which the 
first are the bowsprit, masts, yards and 
sails. 
The bowsprit costs him (theoreti­ 
cally) $500, the foremast $775, foretopraast 
$60, and foretop gallantm ast $25. 
Then 
the mainmast costs him $925, the main- 
topmast $90, the m aintop gallantm ist $25, 
the m ainyard $2S0, m aintopsail yard $96, 
m aintop gallantsail yard $65, m ainroyal 
yard $45, main gaff $60, mainsail $375, 
m aintopsail $333, m aintop gallantsail $100, 
m ain royal $65, and m ain trysail $125, 
m aking in all $2,569 for the m ainmast and 
its furniture alone, exclusive of running 
rigging and the extra set of sails th at a 
ship must carry for emergencies. 
In addi­ 
tion, all the other masts, spars and sails, 
cables, anchors, blocks, ladders, buoys, 
gratings, awnings, boats and their equip­ 
ments, furniture, glassware for command­ 
ing officer (other officers providing their 
own), and numerous small articles to the 
value of nearly $21,000. 
These things 
being brought aboard and properly stowed, 
the paymaster next turns his attention to 
engine room stores, consisting of cocks, 
gauees and valves, machine tools, hose, oils 
for lubricating m achinery and illum ina­ 
tion of engine room, packing miscellaneous 
tools and a hundred or more sm aller a rti­ 
cles, aggregating in value about $3,000. 
Since the furnaces must be properly 
fed, he lays in a stock of coal, for a ship of 
the size mentioned, about 250 tons, enough 
to last for about twenty-five days’ constant 
steaming. 
The cost of coal varies so that 
w hat may cost here $5 a ton may cost in 
a foreign port $30 a too, but the average 
cost for the vessel is estim ated to be about 
$8 60 per ton. 
It should be mentioned 
here th at one of the old cruisers, the 
Keareage, in her active cruising of the 
last five months, has sailed 15,000_miles, 
consuming coal to the value of $6,866. 
The new cruisers, however, consume much 
greater quantities of coal per day, owing 
to their greater horse power. 
The ordnance stores next require atten­ 
tion. 
T he battery may be already on 
board the ship, but it is now invoiced to 
the pay master, each gun and each carriage 
representing separate values. 
On the old 
third-rate cruisers the two eight-inh pivot 
rifles are invoiced at $10,500 each and the 
whole battery at about $30,000. 
The bat­ 
teries of the new cruisers are much more 
elaborate and expensive. 
For them the 
paymaster issues a requisition for about 
six tons of powder, 80,000 cartridges for 
small arms, eighty rifles and 800 shells, 
shrapnel and shot, the whole worth $10,­ 
000. 
W hen the boat stores are included, 
all the ordnance stores are worth in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. 
Navigator’s stores are next required. 
These consist of lamps and fixtures, worth 
about $500; illum inating oils, worth about 
$350; 
flags, signals and pyrotechnic sup­ 
plies for signaling purposes. 
These are 
very expensive and are generally worth 
about $1,300, the outfit of flags alone cost­ 
ing nearly $1,000, making an average of 
$2,200 expended for stores issued to the 
navigator of the ship. 
In addition to these 
are the navigators instruments, which are 
not in charge of the paymaster, but of the 
navigating officer himself, consisting of 
barometers, glasses, technical books, com­ 
passes, chronometers, sexta its, charts and 
the like, which are very expensive, each 
chronom eter costing from $300 to $500, the 
entire value of the outfit being not far 
from $20,000. 
I t is the policy of the Navy 
Departm ent to become as independent as 
possible of the charts supplied by other 
Governments, and to this end the H ydro­ 
graphic Office is getting out its own charts 
of the world, which are more expensive 
than 
foreign 
charts, and which are 
thoroughly trustw orthy. 
The captains of 
the m erchant m arine are furnished with 
m onthly coast charts in return for abstracts 
of their logs, and navigating officers in the 
naval service are required to make num er­ 
ous daily and accurate observations of their 
latitude and longitude, with tem perature 
of water, direction of the wind, state of the 
weather and other meteorological inci­ 
dents. 
These details are all sent to the 
Navy D epartm ent and are massed by the 
H ydrographic Office for the preparation of 
various charts. 
The result of this has 
been th at the U nited States is far in ad­ 
vance of other nations in the m atter of 
charts and records of meteorological ob­ 
servations. 
On any sort of cruise, the ves­ 
sel requires charts which embrace the 
minutest details of the entire shore line of 
two or more stations which she may be or­ 
dered to visit, and these are worth about 
$3,000. 
On all the vessels of the Navy there is a 
small miscellaneous library of from 500 
volumes upward, ranging in value from 
$1,000 to $1,500. 
_ 
_ 
Before beginning a cruise there is a va­ 
riety of sm aller naval stores to be laid in, 
such as canvas, rope, leather, tar, life-pre­ 
servers, handcuffs, etc., to the value of 
$2,500 ; and carpenter’s stores, worth about 
$6,000, consisting of tools, lum ber and gen­ 
eral hardware, for use in case of injury in 
action or from accident. 
This m aterial for 
tem porary repairs m ust be on hand and 
imm ediately available. 
H aving now fitted out the ship to this 
extent the crew must be looked out for. 
Their sleeping quarters are on the berth 
deck, and each man has his hammock and 
dunnage, but clothes wear out as com­ 
pletely a thousand miles away from home 
as they do at home, and crews eat quite as 
much at sea as ashore. 
T he paymaster, 
therefore, issues his requisition for the 
am ount of clothing th at will probably be 
needed, and his list includes, among other 
things, pea jackets, cloth trousers, white 
trousers, w hite duck jumpers, overshirts, 
200 suits of underclothing. 250 yards of 
cloth, 1,000 yards of flannel (a most im­ 
portant article on shipboard), 200 pairs of ‘ 


shoes and so ck s, 400 yards of canvas duck, 
numerous mattresses, blankets, cloth c a p , 
neckerchiefs, working suits, leggings, white 
duck hats and the like, worth about $4,500. 
H is list of ration articles, however, is so 
im portant th at it m ust be selected with 
the greatest care, only those things adapted 
to the climates visited being taken. 
G en­ 
erally there are laid in of staple articles 
for a crew of 180 men 6,000 pounds of bis­ 
cuit, 6,000 pounds of wheat flour, 3,000 
pounds of salt Dork, 230 gallons ot beans, 
1,600 pounds of salt beef, 900 pounds of 
rice, 500 pounds of dried fruit, 1,000 
pounds of butter, 1,000 pounds of tomatoes, 
7,000 pounds of canned m eat—ham, bacon, 
m utton and corned beef—1,400 pounds of 
coffee, 200 pounds of tea, 4,000 pounds of 
sugar, 684 pounds of pickles, 80 gallons of 
molasses and 60 gallons of vinegar, wortli 
in all about $4,500. 
These supplies are in 
addition to the fresh goods laid in at va­ 
rious stations. 
Then there are the apothecaries’ stores, 
for each ship carries a small drug store 
aboard; the contingent stores, such as 
candles—large quantities of which are car­ 
ried for general illum inating purposes— 
locks, stationery and the like, consisting of 
beeswax, sewing m aterials, pocket hand­ 
kerchiefs, knives, shaving 
implements, 
brushes, brooms, mess kettles and pans, 
spoons, cap ribbons, 200 boxes of blacking, 
1,200 pounds of tobacco, 3,000 pounds of 
soap, towels and other toilet appliances, I 
altogether are worth about $1,500. 
The ! 
tobacco is issued to the crew at 38 cents a 
pound, and the soap at 10 cents for a three- 
pound bar. 
H aving laid in his stores, the paymaster 
draws several thousand dollars from the 
Governm ent for contingent expenses, and 
the vessel is ready to sail. 
Stores pur­ 
chased on foreign stations are paid for by 
him, whenever possible, by checks on the 
U nited States, and he frequently draws 
money from Treasury agents abroad, under 
the regulations and his instructions. 
The average running expenses of a 
cruiser of 1,500 tons are estim ated at $5,- ¡ 
000 per m onth for every 100 men and the , 
officers necessary to command them. 
The 
average m onthly pay of the officers is 
$2,100, and th at of a crew of 200 men and 
marines is $3,200 ; to which must be added 
about $850 a m onth for commuted rations 
at 30 cents per day. 
W hile engaged in 
active cruising, the cost of coal alone will 
average $1,000 per month, and during 
some cruises much more. 
It will be seen, 
therefore, th at when Uncle Sam sends an 
ordinary cruiser to “sail the ocean blue,” 
he mu3t first put into her armament worth, 
w ith its stores, $50,000 or more, $3,000 
worth of charts, $20,000 worth of navigat­ 
ing instruments, $2,000 worth of coal, 
together w ith $46,700 worth of other 
stores, and several thousand dollars in 
cash, making a total cruising plant worth 
from $750,000 upward, and sustain an outlay 
of about $8,000 per m onth for running ex­ 
penses in addition. 
Some idea can thus 
be gained of the loss to the Government 
should a war vessel be wrecked (as at 
Samoa) or sunk in action, and of the bur­ 
den of responsibility resting upon the 
shoulders of the commanding officers and 
the paymaster.

T h e N ew sp a p er N o t th e V eh icle o f F rí­ 
c a te O pinion. 
[From th e Chicago H erald.] 
In Be/ford’s Magazine for October Judge 
Altgeld thrashes over a good deal of old 
straw in discussing the question of “Anony­ 
mous Journalism and Its Eftects.” 
H is 
main thesis seems to be th at as newspapers 
are more or less in the habit of attacking 
individuals the signature of the w riter to 
such articles would induce a responsibility 
in th eir publication th at would at least 
keep their w riters w ithin the bounds of 
decency. 
I t is possible there m ight be 
th at gain, but th at is after all a very small 
m atter. 
The great journals of to-day do 
not concern themselves very much with 
personal attacks on individuals. 
T hat is 
the smallest part of the business of journal­ 
ism. 
To give the news of the day is the 
foremost duty, sometimes with, sometimes 
without, editorial comment. 
Then follows 
such educational and literary m atter as the 
conductors of the paper deem most suit­ 
able to the readers they seek. 
Publishing a newspaper in a large city 
is a great business enterprise carried on 
according to business principles. 
In its 
editorial columns the newspaper reflects 
certain phases of public opinion, adopts 
certain views of political questions and 
advocates measures of State or National 
policy which it believes the patronage it 
seeks desires to see advocated. 
I t is not a 
personal organ, it is a popular organ. 
It 
may not reflect the private opinions of its 
owners, it is very certain not to reflect 
the 
private opinions 
of its 
writers. 
One 
of 
the 
ablest 
editorial 
w rit­ 
ers 
in 
this 
town 
was 
a 
Democrat 
who for years wrote editorial leaders for a 
R epublican newspaper. 
Republican w rit­ 
ers have done the same for Democratic 
newspapers. 
The distinction made is this, 
and it is perfectly logical and proper : The 
newspaper is a great entity. 
It is not the 
vehicle of private opinion. 
It is a created 
being, a Frankenstein’s monster, if you 
please, and yet a living existence, having 
its own thoughts, its own aspirations, its 
own policy. 
Its writers are as different 
from 
it intellectually, morally and in 
every way as they are different from their 
daily companions. 
They work for the 
paper and promote its views and policy as 
a lawyer works for his client, or as a 
preacher proclaims the kind of gospel his 
parishioners desire to hear. 
To be sure 
they should do so conscientiously, but men 
of the world know very well th at consci­ 
entiousness generally depends on the size 
of salaries and of fees. 
I t is not a very 
inspired preacher who cannot distinguish 
a “call” th at has a ten thousand salary a t­ 
tached to it from one that has only three. 
A $1,000 fee will sharpen a lawyer’s in ­ 
tellect into seeing the aloolnte justice of 
his client’s case, and newspajier writers are 
apt to have their opinions influenced by 
the same sort of considerations. 
They are 
not expected to speak their own views, but 
those of the newspaper. Therefore it is that 
their signatures to articles could only be 
detrim ental to the newspaper and would 
interfere with the object for which it was 
created. 
There was a tim e when Bennett was the 
New York Herald, when Greeley was the 
Tribune, when Raymond was the Times, 
and when Francis P. Blair was the W esh- 
ington Globe. 
B ut th at was an incident 
to small or to rural communities. 
I t may 
yet be seen in the small towns of the 
country where the editor of the county or 
town paper is thoroughly acquainted with 
it. 
But it is not so any longer in the 
large cities. 
I t is not so in England, and 
the London Times, closely as it follows the 
trend of public opinion, and acute as it is 
in discovering what 
the 
m ajority of 
Englishmen want, is thoroughly im per­ 
sonal. 
And it is for this reason its “thun­ 
ders” are heard. 
Personal journalism has been attem j t d 
in one or two cities on a small scale, but 
the people treat it w ith a sort of contempt. 
I t has had, where tried, no effect, and has 
accomplished no end. 
People wish to 
know w hat the paper thinks, not w hat 
some obsrnre initials have to say. 
N or is 
it at all likely th at greater accuracy in re­ 
porting would be attained if the reporters 
signed their articles 
They are held by 
the paper to a very strict responsibility 
as it is, and woe to the careless wight who 
is found tripping. 
In the fierce compe­ 
tition for novelties errors sometimes occur, 
but as a general rule reporting is conscien­ 
tiously done. 
Nor would the signature of 
the writers make it any better done.

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FIRS AID ORCHARD. 


DESCRIPTION OF A WELL-MANAGED 
POULTRY YABD. 


Im prove the R aisin P ack—Evils of Close 
P lan tin g —Sorghum —D estruction 
of F orests—N otes. 


The following description of a New York 
poultry farm of twenty years ago is taken 
from an essay delivered by Warren Le- 
land, the proprietor, before the Farmers’ 
Club of that State. Mrs. E. P. Duden of 
Lake House, Sacramento county, who 
«ends us this description, says that al­ 
though written of a poultry farm of 
twenty years ago, it contains many useful 
hints which could be applied to poultry 
raising at the present time. She has seen 
places in the foothills and along the rail­ 
road which the description of Mr. Leland’s 
Highland farm would fit admirably, with 
small fertile spots where grain enough 
could be raised to maintain a large flock of 
poultry, with the advantage that they 
could range at will through the greater 
portion of the winter and pick up a great 
deal of their food. She makes the follow­ 
ing condensation of Mr. Leland’s essay: 
He devotes eighteen acres in one yard 
of his Highland farm at Rye, New York, 
to his poultry, consisting of hens, ducks, 
turkeys and geese. The broods have an­ 
other large lot, and the turkeys have a half 
mile range. The eighteen-acre lot is 
rough land, unsuitable for tillage, having 
in it rocks, bushes, grass, weeds and sandy 
places, and also a pond. It is supplied 
with heaps of ashes, bones, lime, and a 
portion is occasionally plowed to furnish 
worms. The fowls have woods and bushes 
to range in, the turkeys trees to roost in, 
and the ducks and geese enjoy the privi­ 
lege of the pond. There are natural and 
artificial shelters for all, consisting of 
sheds, hillsides, bushes, nooks and hiding 
places of all sorts for hens with broods, 
and trees are cut and bent down into the 
ground for shelter and roosts. The wings 
of none are clipped, and the heDS may- 
scratch and turkeys fly at pleasure yvithin 
the limits of the grounds. Aftera trial of 
some years Mr. Leland has discarded 
coops, finding that the greater freedom he 
allowed the more healthful and profitable 
are his fowls. The principal features of 
his system are freedom, cleanliness, proper 
and sufficient food during the year, and 
change of cocks every spring. 
In summer, with the ranges they have, 
his fowls secure a good supply of animal 
food from the fields, in worms, grubs, grass­ 
hoppers, etc. They are also supplied at 
all seasons with refuse scraps from the 
Metropolitan Hotel. Mr. Leland says 
egg-making is no easy work, and the hens 
will not do much of it without high feed. 
They need just what a man who works re­ 
quires—wheat, bread and meat. He feeds 
wheat, even when it costs $2 a bushel. No 
old nests are allowed. After each brood is 
hatched the nests are whitewashed inside 
and out. After lying in the sun and rain 
for a few days they are half filled with 
clean straw and returned for use. The old 
straw is burned. Each of the 250 or 300 
hens on hand in the spring is permitted to 
have one brood during the year. Four or 
five will have broods the same day, and to 
the hen which appears tobe the best mother 
all the chicks will be given. The others 
are given a cold bath and placed in con­ 
finement a few days, after which they re­ 
turn to the flock and their nests. Mr. 
Leland asserts that he can produce a 
thousand pounds of poultry cheaper than 
he can produce the same weight of mutton, 
beef or pork. His young chickens num­ 
' ered in 1868 about 3.000, and his stock of 
all kinds of poultry about 4,000. It was 
estimated to be worth $6,000 in November 
of that year, yvhen poultry was higher than 
it has since been. 
Mr. Leland prefers the Light Brahma 
hens. His cocks are of all kinds, as he 
finds excellent results from the crosses se­ 
cured, and no old cocks are allowed on the 
place. He prefers the Brahmas because 
they mature early, for spring chickens are 
handsome, hardy, good layers, look well 
when dressed and are of large size. He 
feeds corn, wheat, chopped turnips and the 
waste bread and meat scraps from his 
hotel and sour milk from his farm. He 
says the great secret of his success is in 
keeping near the conditions of nature. At 
the outset he became convinced that above 
all things fowls must have space and 
cleanliness: that they cannot be expected 
to do welí if confined in cramped and of­ 
fensive quarters. For the winter quarters 
of his flock, which at that season is reduced 
to 300 early spring pullets, 30 cocks, 30 
turkeys and' a few geese and ducks, he has 
a stone building 75 feet long and 25 feet 
wide, which faces the south. The open­ 
ings on the north side are small and filled 
with window glass, and in some eases with 
double sashes. Those on the south are 
much larger, consisting of double doors, 
which are opened on sunny days. In the 
middle of the north side is a wide, old- 
fashioned fireplace. Nearly every day in 
winter a fire is kept up with knots, chunks 
and logs, that would otherwise be useless. 
The walls being of stone, and the floor of 
earth or rock, the fire can be left without 
danger. The chimney can easily be closed, 
or the logs be rolled out into the middle of 
the building, and feathers or sulphur used 
for fumigation, whieh is done whenever 
hen-lice appear. On cold and wet days the 
fowls gather before the fire, warm them­ 
selves and trim their feathers, and when 
the fire dies out they wallow in the warm 
ashes. Lime and plaster are freely used in 
the building, to absorb odors and compost 
droppings. Roosts are made of oak slats, 
an inch thick and two and one-halt inches 
wide. The wide perches used enable the 
fowls to cover their feet entirely with 
their warm feathers, and prevent freezing 
in the coldest nights. 
IMPROVE THE RAISTN PACK. 
“ G. E.,” writing to the California Fruit 
Grower, says: While California undoubt­ 
edly has of late years produced propor­ 
tionately a larger quantity of finer raisins 
than formerly, still the packing and hand­ 
ling of our raisins have not improved as 
much as is desirable. The cause of flhis 
must be looked for in the methods of pack­ 
ing ; indeed the system used by the ma­ 
jority of the packers is radically wrong. 
As is well known there are two distinct 
methods in packing our raisins, loose as 
well as layers. One method is called the 
“ top up ” method, the other is designated 
the •* top down ” method. The former, or 
“ top up ” method, consists in placing the 
raisins in the bottom of the form first, 
continuing to build up layer upon layer, 
until finally the top layer is reached, when 
it will be found that the top surface is 
uneven, and to make it appear smooth it 
requires to be pressed down. This heavy 
pressure injures the appearance of the 
raisins and breaks their skin, which in­ 
jures their keeping qualities. Raisins thus 
treated will soon sugar and spoil. To 
understand how the pressure can injure 
the appearance of the raisins, it is neces­ 
sary to remember how these raisins are 
packed. If we observe the packer we soon 
notice that instead of spreading the bunch 
out level one on top of the other, in a way 
that would place the majority of the ber­ 
ries on their flat side, he bunches or pinches 
them up one against the other. Most of 
the raisins handled this way stand on 
end, presenting to the spectator not their 
largest flat sides, but their sides or edges. 
Such raisins require a very heavy pressure 
before they appear large, but even under 
pressure they will never compare in looks 
with raisins that have been laid flat down. 
If a box of raisins of this style of packing 
requires facing, it is apparent that this can 
only be done ©n a very even surface. This 


can only be had by tremendous pressure, 
which again sadly interferes with the keep­ 
ing quality of the raisins. We have seen 
boxes so heavily pressed that the berries 
were wet with the sugar and juice. Boxes 
packed in this way cannot give satisfac­ 
tion, and while the consumer or middle­ 
man may not understand the reason of the 
defect, still he comprehends that some­ 
thing is wrong with the raisins. But this 
6y3tem of packing has another fault. The 
bunches which are never laid entirely flat, 
when pressed even moderately, will, so to 
say, become flat and cannot again be sep­ 
arated without breaking and losing much 
of their beauty. If we should count up 
the ohjectionable points of thus packing, 
we wculd find them to be as follows: 
It 
spoils the raisins, it make them appear 
smaller than they are, and it causes the 
bunches to break up. Until this system is 
abolished we can never expect perfection 
in raisin packing. It is enough to add in 
regard to this method that the best raisin 
packer in the State does not employ it, 
blit packs his raisins top down. 
EVILS OF CLOSE PLANTING. 
A promising orchard of three hundred 
trees, the property of a neighbor of mine, 
just beginning to bear, and on which the 
owner realized $900 last season, was sacri­ 
ficed to the close-planting policy. The 
trees, which one year ago showed evi­ 
dence of health and vigor, have assumed 
a sickly appearance. 
Cutting out every 
alternate tree, with a liberal dressing of 
fertilizers, will save the orchard if the 
owner has the intelligence and nerve to do 
it at once. But what a loss to the soil, 
this production of one hundred and fifty 
trees which can only tie “cut down and 
cast into the fire!” And “the survival of 
the fittest” wili be set back two years, at 
least, by this plan of planting and then 
thinning an orchard. 
The apple tree demands a rich, moist 
soil. If these conditions are furnished, it 
assumes large proportions and gives im­ 
mense yields. Why, then, dwarf, starve 
and mutilate? Is it not better to have five 
thrifty trees, producing fifty bushels of 
healthy, fine fruit, than fifty trees with 
fifty bushels of wormy, knotty, gnarly 
specimens, fit only for the pigs or thieving 
vagrants? In the latter instance the soil 
is taxed to produce the wood of fifty trees 
instead of five. The cost of purchasing, 
planting, etc., all contributes towards the j 
swelling contrast iu the amount paid out.! 
In the first instance you will be rewarded 
with satisfactory results; in the latter 
there will be disappointment, loss of time 
and money and a failure to realize when 
your orchard comes in hearing. The same 
results, comparatively, though not so rap­ 
idly, manifest themselves with regard to 
the vine. Too close planting will sooner 
or later result disastrously. The proper 
distance for setting apple trees is from 
thirty to forty feet.—American Agricult­ 
urist. 
SORGHUM. 
J. Blackiston, in Placerville Observer: 
“ I sent to Minnesota aod procured two 
kinds of seed—Minnesota Amber and 
Kenney Amber. I planted it the last of 
March, and the heavy rains washed out 
half of each kind, or more. Then came 
the hail-storm and ruined over half of 
what was left by the floods, hut I think I 
have enough to make forty gallons. The 
Minnesota Amber I consider the best, as it 
does not grow so rank, although I have 
stalks that are twelve feet. The only 
drawback I see is getting it topped, owing 
to its growing so high. As for the Kenney 
variety, I have stalks thirteen feet high 
and measuring five inches in circumfer­ 
ence. It is, in my opinion, too heavy to 
handle, and the Minnesota Amber is the 
kind. In order to crush the stocks we 
made two rollers of oak and put them to­ 
gether, similar to a clothes-wringer, with a 
crank on each end. The stalks turn out 
fully as much juice as those do that are 
raised in Minnesota, and three gallons of 
juice will make one gallon of syrup, while 
in Minnesota it takes five gallons of juice 
to make one gallon of syrup. I send you 
a sample of syrup, and you will see it is 
as clear as honey. After the stock goes 
through the press cows will eat it in pref­ 
erence to hay of any kind. As for the 
blades, they make splendid feed, and the 
top furnishes good chicken feed.” 
DESTRUCTION OF FORESTS. 
The Delta reports the arrest of two 
Frenchmen burning timber in the groves 
of big trees in the Sierra Nevada moun­ 
tains of Tulare county. The Delta adds: 
“This is a good move. The law protecting 
the giants of tho forest has, up to the pres­ 
ent time, been a dead letter. The law is 
plain making it a criminal offense to will­ 
fully set on fire and destroy these splendid 
forests, and yet fires continue to rage in 
the mountains. These fires are started hv 
sheepmen, who burn off the grass and tim­ 
ber so that a new crop of grass will grow 
for their sheep. Every year groves of 
timber are burned that are ten times more 
valuable than the flocks of sheep for which 
they were sacrificed to give a summer's 
pasture. It is to he hoped that all offenses 
of this kind will be punished to the full 
extent of the law.” 
FARM NOTES. 
The Massachusetts Ploughman says: The 
education received at colleges devoted to 
agriculture or on the farm, under the 
tutelage of an experienced farmer, while 
helpful and necessary, goes lor naught un­ 
less accompanied everywhere and always 
by common sense. 
The California Cackler, a monthly illus­ 
trated magazine published in Sail Fran­ 
cisco and devoted to the poultry interest in 
all its branches, has become justly popular 
among farmers and poultry raisers. It is 
second to no publication of its class in the 
country. 
Pack eggs in salt or flour, so they do not 
touch; set them away in a dry, cool apart­ 
ment, and they may he kept good three or 
four months, which is long enough.

It was only the opening of 
the St. Gothard Railway, in 1882, which 
made the Lakes Maggiore, Como and Lu­ 
gano, with their wondrous natural charms, 
easily accessible by rail in a single day 
from points north of the Alps. To-day so 
far have these facilities been developed 
that one can leave Lucerne or Zurich 
about 9 a . m . and reach either of the three 
lakes named by 3 o'clock the same after­ 
noon. The travel over the Gothard has 
consequently increased to dimensions 
which would astound one making his first 
trip over the road. In fact, I know of no 
other route whieh combines such grandeur 
and variety of scenery with such detailed 
system and comfort for traveling. 
I came down here by the morning ex­ 
press from Zurich to Milan a few days ago, 
have since made the tour of the three 
lakes, and now—even at the risk of heiug 
suspected of writing a reclame—I propose 
to describe to your readers, in a general 
way, the charms and surprises of a ride 
over the St. Gothard, in the hope that 
every reader who has not already made 
this wonderful journey will lose no time in 
doing so as soon as the opportunity may 
present itself. 
It is curious to study in this connection 
the successive steps by which, with the ad­ 
vance of science and civilization, the 
giddy footpath through the wildest of 
mountain fastnesses has gradually devel­ 
oped into steel-ballasted railway. Yet this 
is the history of the Gothard Pass. 
Some historians assert that this pass 
was known as long ago as 600 years B. C., 
and that through it the Gauls found a way 
lor making their first descent on the plains 
of Lombardy. This is, however, not sus­ 
tained by any adequate proof, and the 
earliest written record of the Gothard is 
furnished by a Benedictine monk, one 
Albert von Stade, who, about the middle 
of the thirteenth century, published an 
account of this pathway, claiming that by 
it one could reach Bellinzona in three 
days from Lucerne. A little later the 
path came into frequent use by the Swiss, 
who by thousands went to Italy to enter 
the military service of various potentates, 
as was at that time the mode. Then 
traders began to use it, and it was put in 
condition for the passage of pack animals. 
But the improvement went on very slowly; 
and it was not until 1775 that the first 
vehicle—belonging, by the way, to an enter­ 
prising English naturalist—was driven 
over the mountain from Altdorf to 
Giornico. 
In the early part of the present century, 
the interested cantons took charge of the 
matter, and the result is a magnificent 
post-road sweeping up to the mountain’s 
summit and down again on the other side, 
through the zigzags of Val Tremola, to 
the Tessin valley. Finally, crowning all, 
came the railroad, whisking palace coaches 
through these wild solitudes, and enabling 
one to take breakfast at Lucerne, lunch at 
the mountain top and dinner at Milan, on 
one and the same day. What would the 
Benedictine monk have said to that? And 
how he would have opened his eyes in 
pious wonder when told that, of the 176 
kilometers composing the line, nearly one- 
quarter of the distance, or 41 kilometers, 
is tunneled through the solid rock. But 
we are not going to worry his rest with 
statistics now, poor man. Let him sleep 
satisfied with the memory of his simple 
footpath; 
In my opinion, one of the most curious 
and remarkable features on the St. Goth­ 
ard are these circular tunnels, by means of 
which, a? by a spiral graded roadway, the 
train makes a complete circuit in the 
heart of a mountain side or clifl, going in 
at one level and emerging at another, far 
above or below it. There are places by 
Wasen on the north and Dazio Grande on 
the south side of the mountain where one, 
looking from the car window or the porti­ 
coes with which the observation cars are 
provided, sees within a quarter of a mile 
three successive levels or trackways, one 
above the other. It is difficult to per­ 
suade yourself that it is really one and the 
same line, unless you take some fixed point 
or stationary object which the train passes 
on one level and then watch for it on the 
secomi and third. The effect at night in 
the dark valley, with the three tiers of 
track-lights sparkling like stars among the 
rocks and gorges, is something weirdly 
beautiful. 
The great engineering feat, however, of 
the line, indeed one of the wonders of the 
time, is the famous tunnel under the sum­ 
mit of the mountain, leading from Gom- 
elienen on the north to Airolo on the south 
side. Much has been written about this 
great achievement, but no writing can af­ 
ford auv adequate description of it. One 
mast ride through it at express train speed 
and yet require sixteen minutes to do so in 
order to realize where the ten years’ work, 
and the one hundred and seventeen lives, 
and the two million pounds of dynamite, 
and the seven hundred kilos ofiliuminating 
oil which its construction cost, all went to. 
A tunnel over nine miles long cannot be 
understood simply in imagination. 
It 
must be traversed to he understood. A 
thousand feet directly over it, lies the vil­ 
lage of Andermatt, and three thousand 
feet, the little Lake of Sella, sparkling like 
a jewel in the rough grey mountain-top 
setting. One realizes first on emerging 
again into the daylight what a wonderful 
tunnel it is—and wonderful indeed it 
should he—for it cost a matter of fifty-six 
million francs and upward. 
There was one incident connected with 
its construction that for a while gravely 
menaced success. On the 19lh of July, 
1879, as the work was well-nigh approach­ 
ing completion, its master-spirit, Louis 
Favre, of Geneva, who had invited some 
friends to inspect the interior of the tun­ 
nel, was prostrated by the great heat, and 
died of apoplexy. Another instance, like 
that of Mr. Roebling, the engineer of 
the Brooklyn Bridge, of a great projector 
not being permitted to survive the ac­ 
complishment of a work he himself had 
inaugurated. 
The problem of keeping the tempera­ 
ture and atmosphere of the tunnel with­ 
in a limit involving perfect safety to 
persons passing through it, proved one of 
the most difficult encountered; yet it was 
satisfactorily solved by the establishment 
of immense steam-pumping machines, 
whieh constantly throw in an ample sup­ 
ply of fresh air, and maintain a temper­ 
ature never rising above 20° Celsius. 
And the same may, in fact, he said of 
every one of the fifty-six tunnels, great 
and small, along the line. 
As I sit here under the Italian sun, the 
terraced shores of Isola Bella, and the 
glittering white of Pallanza’s buildings in 
the distance before me, the memory of the 
journey from Zurich hither comes over me 
more like that of a wonderous panorama, 
or of a passing dream, or of a series of 
wild pages from Dore. I say nothing of 
the ride from Paris, via Basel to Zurich 
and Lucerne, which is only a matter of 
about ten hours. 
It is from Lucerne that my thoughts of 
the Gothard begin. And what a series of 
pictures! what a crowding host of historic 
traditions the memory evokes. 
What 


scenery can surpass that of the Lake of 
the Four Cantons in the vicinity cf Brun- 
nen and Fluelen? Here is Tell’s Rock, 
with the Schiller inscriptions; there Tell’s 
Chapel; there the Seelisberg and the 
Engelberg, rearing their towering heads 
above the clouds; here is Altdorf, where 
Tell shot the apple from the hoy’s head— 
and a quaint old place it is. Now, at 
Erstteld commences the ascent of the 
mountain, following the valley or gorge 
through which the Reuss splashes down­ 
ward. There are no wilder scenes in 
Der Freischutz or the Walkyrie than those 
by which the train whizzes in this wild 
gorge. Amsteg, Gurtnellen, Wasen, all 
are picturesque with crags, tunnels, tor­ 
rents, bridges and evergreens, and at 
Gueschenen stands the diligence for Ander- 
matt-Hospenthal and the Hospice at the 
Gothird summit. 
This Hospice has a history of its own. 
Its buildings furnished firewood towards 
the end of the last century to the French 
army camped there, and in this immediate 
neighborhood French, Austrians and 
Russians mingled in many a bloody 
onset. Close at hand, on the road-side, 
stands an inscription “Suwarrow Victor.” 
The story of all the good that the brothers 
at this Hospice have done to cold, hungry 
and needy travelers would fill many a 
book. Lodging and food are given gratu­ 
itously to every comer. 
Should the 
stranger insist on paying he can do so only 
in the form of a voluntary ottering to the 
brotherhood. Gcctlie was so charmed with 
this spot that he visited it three times, 
and he writes that on one of these oeca- 
tions he found that part of the Hospice had 
been torn away by an avalanche. 
Perhaps there is no greater surprise 
along the Gothard than the change in sur­ 
roundings wrought by the passage through 
the long tunnel from Gmschenen to Airolo. 
On entering, one is to all intents and pur­ 
poses in Germany or German Switzerland. 
Oil emerging, one lias been suddenly trans­ 
ported to Italy, and the transformation has 
been in evtry respect complete; in the 
architecture of the villages, and the phys­ 
iognomy, costumes and language of the 
people, one realizes that he has; during the 
short space of time in which lie passed 
the mountain, changed his country and 
clime. And this impression keeps grow­ 
ing upon him as he is hurried down 
through the valley of the Tessin, past 
Biasca and Bellinzona, and presently finds 
himself at Lugano, Locarno or Como, any 
one of them typical small Italian cities, as 
thoroughly so as Genoa or Naples them­ 
selves. 
These were my impressions, remember, 
as, alighting from the Gothard train at 
Lugano, I rode down on the funicular 
tram which leads to the steamboat land­ 
ing. It was not yet 3 in the afternoon and 
1 had left Zurich at 9 that morning. And 
all this without a change of wagon, through 
coaches running direct from Zurich to 
Milan. I have breakfasted in the former 
city, and heard Victor Maurel sing Zampa 
at La Scala in the latter on the same 
evening. 
But I am recalled from my reverie by 
the sound of the distant fishermen’s even­ 
ing song wafted over the lake’s blue waters 
before me. The shadows of night are 
creeping over the scene, and the massive 
form of Monte Terro, opposite, is already 
growing dusky in the twilight. The scene 
is indescribably restful and beautiful, and 
I wish all my readers could be here to en­ 
joy it with me. They would involuntarily 
exclaim with delight: “Great and beauti­ 
ful is the Lago Maggiore, and grand is the 
Gothard line that leads to it.”

SCIENTIFIC HINTS. 
Iron can be coppered by dipping it into 
melted copper, the surface of which is pro­ 
tected by a melted layer of cryolite and 
phosphoric acid, the articles thus treated 
being heated to the same temperature as 
the melted copper. 
In experiments made in France, where 
plates of celluloid were used for sheathing 
ships’ bottoms instead of copper, it was 
found that the plates were intact and free 
from marine growth, which was abundant 
on parts not protected by celluloid. 
Watch springs, piano strings and similar 
articles have been successfully tempered 
by electricity. The steel is wound on a 
spool, placed in an oil bath, and by the 
electric current kept at the exact degree 
of redness necessary for the temper re­ 
quired. 
A large and very important discovery of 
uranium is reported in Cornwall. It is a 
true fissure vein, the ore containing an 
average of 1 per cent, of the pure metal, 
going up as high in many places as 30 per 
cent. The market value of uranium is 
$12,000 a ton. 
Excellent fiber, suitable for cordage and 
bagging, has been made from the common 
bear grass, which grows in great abund­ 
ance along the Gulf coast. An Alabama 
gentleman says the fiber, equal in texture 
and strength to the finest manila, can be 
produced at two cents per pound cost. 
The Popular Science Monthly describes 
fireproof houses in Buenos Ayres and Mon­ 
tevideo, without using either the iron or 
the arch; that rails of hard wood, on joists 
of the same, are covered with thin bricks 
laid with lime. There is no lathing or 
wainscot skirting the bottom of the walls. 
By artificial digestion, in Berlin, lean 
beef, eels and flounders are peptonized in 
artificial gastric juices. The flesh was 
shredded and heated by steam to 100° C. 
The result was the same for beef as for fish. 
Smoked beef may be as easily digested as 
fresh. Beef, upon the whole, was found 
the most digestible. 
An easy and sale way of protecting cur­ 
tains and mosquito nets against fire is said 
to be by steeping them in a solution of 
phosphate of ammonia, obtained by mixing 
one-half a litre of water (one pint) with 
one hundred grammes (about three ounces) 
of phosphate. In this way the color and 
texture remain unaltered. 
. 
M. Gueroult proposes to introduce a 
small apparatus that will represent the 
face and gestures of the person speaking 
through Edison’s improved phonograph. 
While the phonograph cylinder is turning 
to register the speech, instantaneous pho­ 
tos of the speaker could be taken at the 
rate of six hundred per minute. 
Dr. Briand, a distinguished young 
French physician attached to the hospital 
at Villejuif, is reported to have effected 
some remarkable cures of consumption by 
means of the cold air cure, which con­ 
sists mainly in gradually accustoming the 
patients to exposure until they are able to 
sleep out in the open air, regardless of the 
weather. 
At East Everett, Mass., petroleum is 
burned under a fifty horse-power boiler, 
and the average consumption is one hun­ 
dred gallons per day, costiug 2 | cents per 
gallon delivered at the factory, the total 
cost per day being $2 75. 
Heretofore 
about twelve hundred pounds of soft and 
screen coal have been used daily, costing 
about $4 80.

The 
publisher, for next year, promises new con­ 
tributors, new and iarger type and various 
other attractions. 
The “English Illustrated Magazine” 
(Macmillan & Co., New York) for October 
is a number of more than usual excellence. 
A. C. Swinburne sings of “The South 
Coast” in a delightful lyrie, Mrs. Jeune 
treats of “Children in Theaters,” Sir J. F. 
Dickson of “Ceylon,” Mrs. Molesworth of 
"English Girlhood,” Henry W. Lucy of 
“White and Silent Nuns,” G. B. Shaw of 
“Wagner at Bayreuth;” the Earl of Lytton 
begins the story of “The Ring of Amasis,” 
which he says has been pirated and butch­ 
ered in the United States, and he is desir­ 
ous that the people of America shall read 
the story in its true form.

THE LATEST “FAD.” 


In the Quarterly Journal of Economics, 
N. P. Gilman, considering the question of 
“Nationalism” in the United States, now 
being agitated in New England, declares 
that there is one barrier to national social­ 
ism in this country, which it can never 
surmount; that is, the intense individual 
life of the States of the American Union. 
M r.Gilman has named the very root of the 
barrier to anarchism, socialism, 
inter­ 
nationalism aud all kindred ills, in this 
statement. The Federal idea is too deeply 
implanted in the American political char­ 
acter to be uprooted without total over­ 
throw of the civilization of the country. 
In fact, it is inwoven with the personal 
life of the citizen, and so long as republi­ 
can institutions have any vigor at all, he 
will not part with it. 
This idea of a permanent league in 
which each State retains its sovereignty 
beyond possibility of surrender without 
disruption of the compact of the league; 
in which each State surrenders for all lime 
its right to assail any other State of the 
league, and in which all affairs of com­ 
mon interest, for common defense and 
strength, are committed to a federated 
body which we kuow as Congress, is the 
safeguard of the Nation against the in- 
siduous assaults of radical socialism and 
the new-fangled literary child of Mr. 
Bellamy. 
The practical results of that 
Federal idea have been a powerful nation 
of phenomenal growth, and advanced state 
of general intelligence, the immense bet­ 
terment of the condition of the working 
people, a wonderful rise in wages without 
proportional 
advance in the 
cost 
of 
living, a national arm equipped with 
the 
patriotic strength of 
millions of 
devoted 
freemen, 
the 
promotion 
of 
science, art and general education, the 
leveling of class distinctions and the open­ 
ing up to the lowliest of the broadest pos­ 
sible opportunities to rise socially and 
politically—these have been the rewards 
of the idea against which socialism, no 
m atter what its guise, can hurl only theo­ 
ries and speculations of Utopian character. 
W ithout our system of separate and inde­ 
pendent commonwealths it is improbable 
that these triumphs could have been 
achieved, or this freedom of human action 
have been secured. 
But turning to the 
expression of Mr. Gilman, who has assumed 
the office of exposing the sophistries of 
Bellamy’s “Looking Backward,” we quote: 
“ To the construction of a scheme of 
socialism which shall recognize the exist­ 
ence of forty or fifty States as distinct as 
Massachusetts aud Louisiana, or Pennsyl­ 
vania and Oregon, some bold thinker may 
vet address himself. But the practical 
difficulties which the simple facts of his­ 
tory and geography have created will be 
easily annihilated only on paper. Naive 
writers in the Nationalist find in the forma­ 
tion of a hundred Nationalist clubs in a 
vear and a half, and in the sale of 100,000 
copies of an interesting romance, the sure 
prophecy of an immense change in Ameri­ 
can institutions within a dozen years, and 
of their entire transformation within fifty. 
But not one in a hundred of the readers of 
^Looking Backward’ has 
yet joined a 
Nationalist clnb even. 
Should half the 
population of the United States join the 
Nationalist party, which has not yet ap­ 
peared above the horizon, they would find 
the political difficulties of their programme 
insuperable.” 
Mr. Gilman points out that the nervous 
fear of Mr. Bellamy concerning trusts has 
led him to conclusions unwarranted by 
bistory and the experience of free peoples. 
T h at the development of legislation under 
a democracy to meet evils must of neces­ 
sity be considerably posterior to the full 
evolution of the phenomena with which it 
deals, since the inventive talent and the 
business shrewdness of modern men have 
always an advantage over the cumberons 
machinery of Legislatures and Congresses. 
Scouting the panic of the “Nationalists” 
as senseless, he holds that Mr. Bellamy’s 
adherence to the Eurpean type of social­ 
ism is regardless of any peculiarity in the 
American situation, since he consigns the 
American State to annihilation, wipes out 
«11 local attachment and proposes a plan 
for industrial socialism that would be un­ 
manageable in a country of such enormous 
size and population as ours. Nationalism, 
in short, he decribes as founded upon the 
basis of a clever novel, and distinguished 


most of all by a literary character. It is 
the latest Boston “fad” pushed on by a few 
bright young journalists and warm-hearted 
women, and a small knot of clergymen and 
literary devotees, who expect in a single 
decade to peacefully revolutionize the ex­ 
isting order of things in America and set 
up an industrial organization with the 
President as its chief or head, and gov­ 
erned by 
an 
army system 
of grad­ 
ing. 
In this arrangement money is un­ 
known, excellence alone justifies promo­ 
tion, and the men of the learned profes­ 
sions are excluded from candidacy for 
headship, parties are to be things of the 
past and buying and selling abolished. 
The nation is to be the sole producer of 
commodities, and all persons are to be in 
the employment of the nation. All ex­ 
changes between individuals are to he 
eliminated, banks and bankers inhibited, 
needed allowances of necessaries are made 
to the people from Government shops, and 
as they present credit cards at these shop3 
the amount due the 
Government 
is 
punched out. 
"While every one is privi­ 
leged to spend his income as he pleases, it 
is the same for all, the weak, incompetent 
and crippled having equal 
allowance, 
therefore, with the stalwart and skill* «I, 
though every one must make a certain 
amount of effort, and to this he will he 
pushed by force of public opinion. 
Under this proposition, and which may 
well he termed Bellamyism, clubs are being 
formed, and that inevitable accessory of all 
such new movements, a magazine, has 
been started, which announces the purpose 
of the new polities and economy to he 
“the 
nationalization 
of industry, and 
thereby the promotion of the brotherhood 
of humanity. The economical tendency 
of the age being favorable to this end, this 
club seeks to promote its practical adop­ 
tion hv familiarizing the people with the 
beneficent idea uuderlying it, and by en­ 
couraging national and local measures 
tending in this direction.” 
T h e m o th er or B oston club has called 


in to being to d ate seventeen branches, and 
of these, seven are in C alifornia. 
S ixtv- 
eig h t o th e r clubs are in process of iorm a- 
tion. 
T h ere are no business m en as yet 


related to th e organization, b u t a few sin­ 


cere believing m echanics and a v ariety of 


w riters, law yers, doctors, clergym en and 


d ream ers are iu its ranks. 
As th e essayist 
referred to w ell says of th e B ellam yism 
th a t has ripened into a Boston “ fa d :” “ I t 


is a h a rd and fast bureauocracy, th e p er­ 
sonnel of w hich, once in stitu ted by popu­ 
la r vote, would perp etu ate itself in th e 
closest routine, for as th e pow er of ap p o in t­ 
m ent in th e in d u strial arm y is in th e of­ 


ficers of th e grade above, th e advantages 
o f m onarchical and of dem ocratic ru le are 
equally 
absent.” 
M r. G ilm an 
w ittily 


quotes a m em ber of th e B ellam vites as say­ 
in g th a t th e new doctrine “ h as h ad biq 
little sym pathy from hum an n a tu re as it 
is, b u t derives its support from h u m an na­ 
tu re as we desire to have it.” 
O ne o th er 


p arag rap h we q u o te in conclusion : 
Meanwhile, it remains true that the skic-s do 
not necessarily fall w ith the appearance of each 
new phenomenon in economics. Human socitty 
has never j et taken such a leap in the darkness 
as the plunge into nationalism would be. The 
“cultured and conservative class,” for the con­ 
version of which “Looking Bickw ard” is stated 
to have been written, has thus lar manifested 
little inclination to take up nationalism. The 
American press, with scarcely an exception, 
treats it with amusement as the latest Boston 
“fad.” The ineffective character of the move­ 
ment so far. as regards its distinctive aim —the 
nationaliz ation of productive industries—is ap­ 
parent in its failure to enlist practical men of 
affairs or teachers of economic science. Naiion- 
alism is derided by the labor organs as the sen­ 
tim ental nostrum of people who are out of all 
vital touch with workingmen. It gets no sym­ 
pathy from the followers o( Henry George. The 
iterary class, from which it has been chiefly 
recruited thus far, has lent it h u ta small por­ 
tion of its sympathy. The am ount of serious 
discussion which nationalism has received in 
public meetings or in the press is slight, and 
does not indicate any wild fire spread of the 
movement. The literary eclat given it by the 
novel to which it owes its Inspiration, aud by 
the friendship of the guild of letters for the tal­ 
ented author of “Looking Backward,” will nat­ 
urally subside in time. “Robert hlsmere” has 
not founded a sect, and “ looking Backward” 
will hardly originate a political party. 


HOW THE FRENCH REPUBLICANS WON. 


The Paris correspondent of the New York 
Tribune is entitled to the credit of having 
given the most lucid explanation yet writ­ 
ten of the reason for Republican triumph 
in the recent French elections. The letter 
is too long for reproduction here, hut the 
statements made in it should he given wide 
circulation, since they serve to clear from 
the American mind some fogs of miscon­ 
ception that the rather involved dispatches 
caused. 
According to this writer, the 
priests, if left to themselves, would not 
have opposed the Republic, for they come 
from the people, and are in close touch 
with them. The Bishops, however, urged 
the church flocks to be bold and aggressive 
in their opposition to the Republicans, aud 
to vote for Royalists, or Bonapartists, or at 
the least to vote for a Boulangist rather 
than support a Government candidate. 
But the people discovered that there was 
no reason why the Republic should he 
hostile to the church so long as it attended 
to its own business, and that the funda­ 
mental principle of the Republic, tolera 
tion, was fair to the church. The people 
discovered also, that while Boulanger was 
professing devotion to a Republican form 
of government, he was in alliance with 
both the Comte de Paris and Count Victor. 
As a result, suspicion was aroused as to the 
sincerity of this opponent of the Govern­ 
ment. At the same time Carnot’s admin­ 
istration proved by the great Exposition 
that under a Republic there need not of 
necessity be abandonment of brilliant fetes, 
nor any discouragement of those who cling 
to the traditions of royalty regarding 
display and the commemoration of great 
events. 
The Administration proved also 
that the Government is for the people as a 
whole, and not for a class. 
The Nation’s capital was made the host 
of the world during the Exposition, and 
entertainment was accorded to all comers, 
no distinction being shown among the 
worthy. The receptions were so brilliant 
that it is believed they were never sur­ 
passed in the history of France, at the 
same time the character of Republican in­ 
stitutions was deeply stamped and unmis­ 
takably upon them. 
Such balls and 
garden parties had never been known in 
Paris as were given during the summer; 
they were extended in the nature of enter­ 
tainments to men and women regardless of 
titles, and took in delegations of all kinds 
hailing from reputable organizations—the 
question was simply this: “Are these our 
invited guests ?” The affirmative answer 
resulted in such lavish hospitality as the 
world has not before known. The ball to 
the 8,000 workmen who erected the Palace 
de l’Industrie was a masterstroke, and as 
the correspondent puts it, a sight of extra­ 


ordinary beauty judged b y the artist’s 
standard, and a miracle of intelligent or­ 
ganization, iu which a kindly care for the 
comfort and the pockets of the people was 
shown. 
The celebration of the centenary of the 
Revolution by the conduct of the Exposi­ 
tion with its scores of minor celebrations 
and festivities made Frenchmen proud of 
the Revolution, and prouder still of the 
success of its commemoration. The Expo­ 
sition had been boycotted by the crowns 
and thrones of Europe, but the French­ 
man found out that it made no difference 
io the people of the world, who came to 
Paris “all the same,” and made no com­ 
plaint that royalty had remained at home 
and had refused its approval of the great 
festival. The people from all quarters 
came, and the Parisian discovered that 
monarchical patronage was not an absolute 
necessity to a great gathering. 
Aud when they sent delegations, these repre­ 
sentatives met with a cordial welcome at the 
Town Hall, and were fairly dazed with the 
splendor of the entertainm ents provided for 
them. Bums aud his associates aud Aveiing 
were the ob.ects of as much attention r.s the 
Lord Mayor of London. When the New Sor­ 
bonne « as opened the 7.1 <10 stud u ts tv ho repre­ 
sented all the universities of the world were 
eU drilled with w lm they heard aud with what 
they saw, and with the noble hospitality ae- 
c tided to them both by tlie State and city of 
Taris, oí which til-y were for ten days the 
gu sts. t he thri t that went through them 
vibrated everywhere, we may assume. Wher­ 
ever there were a num ber o’; people, whether 
gentle or simp e, who aspired to more light, 
liberty and higher social and po bieal evolu­ 
tion, they sent' a delegation to Paris. Lots of 
humbugs) 1 grant, came amoug the delegates. 
But we should not suppress roses because greeu 
flies feed upou them, or garden vegetables be­ 
cause they are nurseries tor caterpillars. 
Final !y the monarchs began to “come 
around,” Princes and Kings put in an ap* 
pearance, and President Carnot’s triumph 
was complete as he received them as a 
simple republican, hut the head of a great 
free nation. Paris blazed with splendor, 
but the Parisian was not out of pocket in 
consequence; on the contrary, he was coin" 
ing money daring five months of festivity. 
The exposition that was promoted by a 
Republican Administration was a splendid 
display also of the industrial and produc­ 
tive wealth of France, and enkindled new 
pride in the hearts of loyal Frenchmen. 
They saw that this great “show” was in­ 
timately related to republicanism, since 
the latter had made the former possible. 
The enemies of the Government in assault­ 
ing were forced into the attitude of assail­ 
ants of that which the Exposition com­ 
memorated, and this tended to stiffen the 
loyalty of Republicans of both classes and 
to mass them upon the side of the Admin­ 
istration. 
Presideut Carnot during the 
past year has visited, also, nearly every 
section of France, aud everywhere was 
so cordial, liberal, simple, fearless of foes, 
and so solicitous about trade, industries, 
popular education and the general welfare 
of the people that his tours won to his 
party thousands of supporters. 
H e went 
into the heart of the Boulangist camps 
and into the midst of the General’s strong­ 
holds, and while the latter, in proclama­ 
tions and by political agents, shouted of 
constitutional revision, and rhetorically 
blustered about the rights of Frenchmen 
and the crimes of the Government, the 
President was engaging the attention of 
the people on practical subjects, affairs 
touching their pocket nerves and affecting 
industry, production, commercial and ma­ 
terial 
growth. 
The result is known. 
Monarchism, Boulangism and all the odd 
political isms were so badly beaten at the 
polls that the victory is looked upon as 
insuring the permanency of the Republic 
and the final overthrow of its chief ene- 


in the interior, and they will thns secure 
the best tracks and climate, and the btst 
attendance, for, strange as it may seem, 
the San Franciscan who will not take a 
street car or a carriage to ride out to his 
own track, will go a hundred or more 
miles into the interior to attend a week’s 
racing—and, to tell the whole truth, we 
do not blame him. 


NOTE AND COMMENT.

H e was listened to with m arked attention 
throughout, and in relating the observa­ 
tions he had made during his travels car­ 
ried the audience with him . 
E . C. Atkinson, Principal of the college, 
introduced the lecturer in a few chosen and 
brief remarks. 
Mr. Carlson prefaced his rem arks by say­ 
ing that to those who had never m ade the 
trip about which he was to speak, the few 
notes he had collected would prove inter­ 
esting. B ut those who had been over the 
sam e course be requested to compare their 
impressions and recnl lections w ith his. He 
passed through the Golden Gate, he said, 
on the 12th of January of this vear on the 
good steam er San Bias. 
After referring 
facetiously to the ocean voyage, the idio- 
cyncracies of the passengers, the officers 
and cooks, he cast anchor b et re Mazatian. 
Mazatlan, h i said, was a beautiful picture 
when contemplated irom the steam er’s 
deck. 
B ut upon lancing and inspecting 
the place, the Californian's opinion 
is 
greatly altered. The streets are unclean, 
and everything indicates indolence. 
M anzanilla was the neat stopping place. 
On the way there the spot was passed 
where, in 1803, the ill-fated steam er Golden 
Gate was beached while on fire. 
At! that 
rem ains now ot the vessel is one of her 
paddle-wheels, standing upon the white 
beach, a m onum ent to the 450 unfortunates 
who there met a waterv grave. 
M anzanilla is cleaner and neater than 
M azatlan, but this, he explained, was ow­ 
ing to the fear the natives have of yellow 
fever. 
Aoupnlco, the next place, presented 
equally as dirty and indolent a picture as did 
Mazatlan. 
Other unim portant places were 
passed and then Panam a was reached. The 
Bay of Panam a struck the speaker as 
resem bling m uch the I5iy of San Francisco. 
The city did not impre-s the speaker with 
its beauty. 
The streets are narrow, the 
houses of crum bling adobe, ar.d the climate 
oppressive. 
The trip across the isthm us 
was a great disappointm ent. 
Thirty-tw o 
years ago, when Mr. Carlson crossed the 
isthm us, it was a magnificent 
feature. 
Now, instead of tropical ¡lowers, chattering 
m onkeys and parrots, and sleepy alligators, 
the iron heel of im provem ent had made a 
deep, but dism al im pression— improve­ 
m ents in ruins. 
H ere and there a few 
negroes were seen at work, but the most 
that was to be seen was a mass of abandoned 
machinery, locomotives, dredgers, etc. 
¡ 
The steam er trip Irom Aspinw all to New 
Y ork was uneventful, as was also the voy­ 
age across the A tlantic to H am burg. An­ 
cient H am burg's notable buildings were 
briefly referred to, and then the speaker 
branched off into a vivid description of the 
conflagration which a few decades ago com­ 
pletely destroyed that city and of which 
the lecturer was a witness. 
Like Venice, 
Ham burg has a great m any cana s and 
lakes. 
Many of the older inhabitants— 
particularly the peasants—still adhere to 
the costumes which they have worn for the 
past hundred years. 
The working people 
there are very poor, and have a hard time 
of it. This condition the speaker thought 
was greatly due to the great a id expen­ 
sive consumption of lager beer. The beer- 
drinking habit is one of the greatest fea­ 
tures of Germany, and H am burg leads the 
empire in this respect. But, despite the 
enormous quantity ol beer consumed, the 
speaker only saw 
two 
drunken men 
throughout the empire. 
Bremen was the next place the lecturer 
piloted his fceareis to. 
H e led them into 
the celebrated Rathskeller, one of the larg­ 
est wine-cellars in tne world, and wherein 
the purest wine in the world is supposed to 
be dispensed. 
H ere the guests are per­ 
m itted free ingress until 10:30 o’clock p . m„ 
when the doors are closed. No m oreguest3 
are then allowed to eater, but those fortu­ 
nate enough to be within may remain until 
the regular day’s allotm ent of wine is ex­ 
hausted. 
Hanover was next visited, and then Ber­ 
lin, the German capital. The speaker de­ 
scribed the public buildings, the gardens, 
streets and then the Em peror's palace. 
The train was taken for the return to 
H am burg and then the steam er to H ull—a 
cold and cheerless old English city. 
Liver­ 
pool, the largest shioping place and m anu­ 
facturing city of Great B ritain, was the 
next place. 
Many old and magnificent 
buildings are to be seen here. 
In spite of 
the fact that Liverpool is the greatest ship­ 
ping center, probably, in the worid, a great 
deal of com plaint is to be heard there on 
all sides of hard times. 
And, indeed, the 
visitor is readily impressed w ith the truth 
of this. Mr. Carlson said that during the 
few hours he spent in Live-pool he saw 
more evidences of poverty than he had dur­ 
ing thirty years in America. 
London was the next place of importance 
visited. "To give a description of Lon­ 
don,” said the speaker, "one would have to 
rem ain there for m onths. 
As I was only 
there a few days m y observation was lim ­ 
ited.” 
He took his hearers, however, to 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and there told them 
the history of that great and historic struct­ 
ure. 
Hyde Park, where London's 
upper 
crust” taking their airings in their carri­ 
ages, was visited, as was W estminster Ab­ 
bey and all the other fam iliar and ancient 
buildings and institutions. 
It was now tim e to pack up for Paris. 
Instead of crossing the channel direct to 
that place, the lecturer conducted the audi­ 
ence back to H am burg and thence by rail 
to Cologne and then to Paris. 
M r. Carlson contes3ed his total inability 
to describe the W orld’s Exposition as it de­ 
served. The massiveness and gorgeousness 
of architecture of the Exposition buildings 
completely overwhelmed him . The variety 
and im m ensity of the exhibits from every 
corner of the globe were 
bewildering. 
Everything was to be found there except 
the fam iliar display of patent incubators. 
B ut the greatest wonder of the exposition 
was the Eiffel Tower. Before the construc­ 
tion of the W ashington M onum ent, 8t. 
P au l’s steeple and the great dome were 
magnificent in their hight; but, said the 
speaker, if both of these were placed on 
top of each other, Eiflel Tower would still 
look down upon them . 
France said to the 
world, “Come and see w hat we can do;’¿ 
and if the world will speak truthfully, it 
will say th at France has surpassed any­ 
thing heretofore attem pted. 


BRUSIE VS. PICKETT. 


T h e y E x c h a n g e S o m e C o m p lim e n ts b y 
M e a n s o f A ffid av its. 
A couple of weeks ago there was pub­ 
lished in the R ecord-U nion a synopsis of 
an affidavit filed in the Superior Court by 
J. C. Brusie, as attorney for one Ah Sing, 
in w hich appeared some very strong alle­ 
gations against G. G. Pickett, counsel for 
W . H . Bagwell, in a suit in w hich the latter 
is plaintiff and A h Sing defendant. Ah 
Sing’s affidavit, in short, alleged that he 
had been induced by fraudulent represent­ 
ations to sign a confession of judgment, 
under w hich several hundred dollars of his 
m oney, in the hands of one A. Mouton, 
was attached and paid over. There were 
some details of alleged transactions which, 
if true, would not redound to the credit of 
Bagwell nor of bis counsel. 
The case cam e up yesterday before J udge 
V an Fleet, in the Superior Court, on Ah 
Sing’s m otion to set aside th e judgm ent 
aw arded to Bagwell. The m otion 
was 
based upon the affidavit first referred to, 
w hich attorney Brusie read in a very forci­ 
ble and effective m anner. 
D uring the read­ 
ing of the affidavit a considerable num bei 
of attorneys were present in the Court­ 
room, as its contents had caused consider­ 
able comm ent in legal circles. 
, 
Lincoln W hite and Mr. Pickett appeared 
~ 
as counsel for Bagwell, and the former read 


a long counter-affidavit in which a general 
denial was made to most of the allegations 
of plaintiff, and some very pointed denials 
in regard to specific points. 
It also con­ 
tained some allegations concerning the 
plaintiff and his counsel that were scarceiv 
less sensational than those of the latter. 
For instance, after quoting from plaintiff’s 
statements, the affidavit would charge: 
"A ll of which the plaintiff, and his coun­ 
sel, J. C. Brusie, knew to be false,” etc. In ­ 
deed, so far as the charges and counter­ 
charges reflecting upon the characters of 
the litigants anti their respective attorneys 
were concerned, the Bagwell affidavit was a 
pretty fair stand off to that of Ah Sine. 
As there was also some oral testimony to 
be heard in the case, it went over without 
result until to-day. 


THAT TBADE-MABK. 


Tlie Azavedos Demand $.1,000 Damages 
fro m M . S. N evis. 
Some two weeks ago the Superior Court 
granted a restraining order, on the com­ 
plaint aDd petition of M. S. Nevis, enjoin­ 
ing M. J. & J. L. Azavedo from using 
the trade-m ark “ Eagle W inery,” on wines 
sold by them . The defendants yesterday 
filed a cross-complaint, alleging that in 
A pril last they dissolved partnership with 
Nevis^ th at under the tc-rms of the dissolu­ 
tion Nevis sold to them his interest in the 
Eagle W in ery ; that it was agreed that 
Nevis should m anufacture and sell wine 
by the wholesale, and not do any retail 
business for the space of one year; that, 
on the other hand, the defendants should 
retail the wines ot the Eagle W inery, and 
none others, and not engage in the whole­ 
sale business for the space ot one year. 
They claim the right to the use of the 
trade m ark "Eagle W inery,” and demand 
damages from Nevia in the sum of $5,000, 
beside the cost ef the litigation.

T h e S e a so n to D a te M u ch W e tte r th a n 
L a s t V e a r—Y e s te rd a y 's T e m p e ra tu re . 
The Signal Service records, as reported 
by Sergeant Barwick, show the storm that 
ended yesterday to have given .54 of an 
inch of rain, inakiDg for this m onth and 
season, 1.20 inches, as against nothing dur­ 
ing October of last year, and .56 of an inch 
for last season up to the same date.

The imposition by the Superior Court 
yesterday of a fine of $300 upon one D. M. 
Vance for contempt, in disobeying an in ­ 
junction of the Court, has revived some 
interest in the m atters growing ont ol the 
trial of that charge. 
It seems that there is 
now pending in the Superior Court of this 
county a suit entitled J. C. Pennie, adm in­ 
istrator of the estate of Kate D. McLaugh­ 
lin, deceased, vs. Sebsstian Visher et al. 
Incidental to that suit an injunction was 
issued, restraining the defendants from in­ 
terfering in any way with the tenants in 
possession of a large num ber of parcels of 
land in Sacram ento and San Joaquin coun­ 
ties, that came to the M cLaughlin estate 
through the Western Pacific Railroad grant, 
and the injunction was served upon Vance, 
who was one of the defendants. 
Some weeks since, upon the presentation 
ot affidavits, the Superior Court issued a 
citation to \ ance to appear anil show cause 
why he should not be punished for con­ 
tem pt of Court, and on the trial of that 
charge it appeared that Vance had gone to 
a field in posses ion of one Miner, a tenant 
under the M cLaughlin estate, and forcibly 
taken one four h of the grain, claiming 
that he was entitled to it as rent, and to 
justify his action he testified that he had 
moved on to an adjoining quarter section 
of laad about a year ago. 
The opposing* attorney (Judge Denson) 
however, showed him an affidavit purport­ 
ing to have been m ade by him in the esse, 
in which he was represented as testifying 
that as late as March. 18S9. he was a resi­ 
dent of the city of 
Stockton. 
Vance 
prom ptly acknowledged his signature to 
the affidavit, but declared, under oath, that 
he never bad sworn to it, and had not seen 
Charles E. Kelly, the San Francisco Notarv 
Public, before whom the affidavit appeared 
to have been made, and that several other 
persons were present when he signed the 
paper. 


HAS AN UGLY LOOK. 
From this statem ent it appeared that or.e 
of two things had been done. 
E ither that 
Vance committed perjury in swearing that 
he had not made the affidavit, or that 
somebody' had committed another crime in 
presenting a forged affidavit to the Court. 
Hence, Judge Armstrong called the atten­ 
tion of the Grand Jury recently impaneled 
by him to the m atter, and while, as in duty 
bound, the officers having the m atter in 
charge refute to give any information, still 
it is an open secret about the Court-house 
that a num ber of witnesses have been sub- 
pcenaed from Stockton, San Francisco and 
elsewhere, and developments may soon be 
expected. 


T H E COURT’S DECISION. 
J udge Armstrong, in his decision yester­ 
day, recited the fact that on January 7, 
1389, an injunction was duly issued from 
the Superior Court of this county, enjoin­ 
ing and restraining the defendants, and all 
persons acting nnder their control, from 
entering upon any of the lands described 
in the complaint, and from interfering with 
any of the plaintiffs’ tenants or agents 
therein; that the said writ of injunction 
had beeD served in due form on defendant 
D. M. Vance; that, from affidavits filed by 
A. E. M iner and John McCarty, it appeared 
that defendant D. M. Vance had entered 
upon the northeast quarter of section 31, 
township 4 north, range 9 east, on which 
said Miner and McCarty were engaged in 
harvesting a crop, as tenants of the plain­ 
tiff, taken possession of the land and a por­ 
tion of the crop, and occupied and culti­ 
vated the same for his own use and benefit. 
It appearing to the Court, after a full 
hearing, that the acts of Vance were in 
violaiiou and disobedience of the injunc­ 
tion, and therefore in contem pt of Court, 
the 
defendant was adjudged guilty as 
charged, and ordered to pay a fine of $300, 
and to be committed to the custody of the 
Sheriff until paid. 
Vance was at once taken in charge by 
Sheriff McMullen and locked up. 
Up to 
last night no steps had been taken looking 
to his release, but it is presumed that he 
will take an appeal and be allowed his 
liberty under the appeal bond, unless the 
Grand Jury should find an indictm ent 
against him for the more serious offense of 
perjury.

A L e g a l E n ta n g le m e n t T h a t S e e m s D iffi­ 
c u lt o f S o lu tio n . 
There was a strong array of legal ta le tt 
in Judge Van Fleet’s Court yesterday, en­ 
gaged in the fflortto solve the intricacies of 
the Dennery case, which has now almost 
as m any sides to it as an octagon tower 
Some tim e ago Mrs. H annah Dennery, of 
this city, recovered a judgment against her 
husband, A. Dennery, for about $12,500, 
and bad an execution levied by Sheriff Mc­ 
M ullen upon Dennery’s stock of goods in 
his store at 516 J street. The Sheriff was 
about to sell the properly to satisfy Mrs. 
D ennery’s judgm ent, when some of Den­ 
nery s creuitors petitioned tbe Superior 
Court to declare him (Dennery) insolvent. 
In the insolvency proceedings an order was 
made by the Court restraining the Sheriff 
from selling the property until the question 
as to the legality of Mrs. Dennery’s judg­ 
m ent should be determined. 
In pursuance 
of that order the Sheriff has since held the 
property under the execution, but without 
selling it. 
Recently Mrs. Dennery applied to Judge 
an Fleet for a wrtt of m andate to compel 
the Sheriff to proceed under the writ and sell 
the property. 
Au alterrative writ was is­ 
sued, and came on for hearing before Judge 
\ au Fleet yesterday. 
Mrs. Dennery was 
represented by Messrs. Johnson, Johnson 
it Johnson, while Messrs. Naphtaly, Freid- 
eurich & Ackerman of Sau Francisco and 
Judge S. C. Denson and Add. C. flinkson 
appeared for Sheriff McMullen and the pe­ 
titioning creditors. 
After considerable argum ent, the Court 
held, with Mrs. Deanery, that the orders 
restraining the Sheriff from proceeding 
with the sale were without jurisdiction, 
and therefore void. The Court was in ­ 
clined to the opinion, however, that the 
remedy of petitioner was not by m andam us, 
but by motion, in her original action, to 
have the Court compel the Sheriff to ex­ 
ecute the writ of execution. 
On that 
point, therefore, the m atter was taken u n ­ 
der advisement. 
It is stated that if the sale proceeds the 
creditors wiil take other measures to en­ 
join the collection of Mrs. Dennery s judg­ 
ment.

All the world knows how successful and 
heroically the young Spanish Queen has 
maintained her most trying position. The 
regnant Victoria sailed through fifty years 
of prosperity, guided by the most compe­ 
tent advisers, but this young girl came 
unexpectedly to the throne of a country 
torn with civil wars, a country where she 
was looked upon with hatred, and she has 
made her position strong, not only with 
power, but with love. 
Alphonso 
was 
handsome and good- 
natured, romantic from his many amours 
and the pathetic story of his first Queen. 
This new intruder was an Austrian. She 
had disappointed the nation twice in giv­ 
ing birth to girls, and it was thought the 
throne might go to pieces or to the ever­ 
lasting Carlists, when she rallied herself, 
as it were, gave birth to a son and took the 
reins of government with such tact and 
ability that she is now loved with almost 
fanatical devotion. 
She understands the power of personal­ 
ity, and is always lierseif on the spot re­ 
viewing the army in person, opening the 
Cortes, attending all national exhibitions, 
going to the furthest part of her kingdom 
in case of calamity, taking active part in 
all Government reforms—in fact, proving 
herself one of the most active and able of 
existing sovereigns. 
I will not repeat, says Olive Weston, 
the well-worn tales of the court and the 
baby Ring, his nurses and his uniforms. 
It is of the Kinglet’s great-grandfather 
that my revelations will this time speak. 
For I remember a story an old Spanish 
grandee once told me, under pledge of 
secrecy, in a little Bohemian Spanish inn 
in Paris, frequented by Fortuny and Ma­ 
draza, where I was staying to gets bits of 
color for a Franeo-Spanish novel. 
I 
promised never to tell, but nothing was 
said about writing. 
The story is different from that pub­ 
lished in court history, but the grandee 
was a distant relative of the hero, and the 
story of such a nature that I do not think 
he would have told it if it had not been 
true. 
The ruler who proceded Queen Isabella 
was a strange, coarse man of violent tem­ 
per and repulsive exterior. 
Extremely 
suspicious of his subjects, he was always 
trying to test their affection, to penetrate 
by disguise into their home that he might 
learn if he was beloved by his people. 
It 
was a point he wa3 exceedingly tender on. 
One evening toward evening dusk he left 
the palace in disguise. Some new rumor 
that he was unpopular had disturbed him, 
and he could not rest till he had investi­ 
gated them. As he approached the bor­ 
ders of the royal park he found that he 
had forgotten his tobacco, and seeing a 
light gleam from a little shop where his 
soldiers were supplied, he bent his steps to ­ 
ward it. On entering he only found a boy, 
who had been left in charge by his father, 
the tobacconist. 
W hile making his pur­ 
chase his Majesty noted the singular beauty 
and intelligence of the child’s- face, and 
asked him his name, which the boy said 
was Lorenzo. The King then lighted a 
cigar and skillfully led the conversation 
till he had induced the boy to speak of his 
feeling for his sovereign, when the uncon­ 
scious child disclosed a heart of such 
loyalty and love for his ruler, in spite of 
his faults, which he freely babbled off that 
the monarch exclaimed: “ Would all my 
people were educated like th is; then would 
my throne stand firm 1” 
Then he left him 
gazing with astonishment at a gold piece 
in his hand. 
The next morning the King called his 
chamberlain and said : “The tobacconist on 
the borders of my park has a son of great 
intelligence; I wish him placed in the 
royal college.’’ “ But, your Majesty, the 
college is only for the sons of nobles.” 
“ Obey my orders.” 
Sometime after this the King paid a 
visit to the college to learn of the progress 
of his new favorite. The teachers praised 
the boy, but complained that the other 
students ill-treated him and would not as­ 
sociate with him because be was not noble. 
“ Lorenzo, come here,” the King cried; 
and, putting his arm around him, said, 
before them a ll: 
“ Kiss me, my boy.” 
Then taking a decoration from his breast, 
he pinned it on the child, and said: “ I 
make him noble; treat him as if he were 
my son.” 
The poor old King had married his 
fourth wife, and still was childless. His 
infirmities grew upon him and he was now 
stricken with a fearful disease—so horrible 
and repulsive that all fled from him. Lo­ 
renzo had now left college and entered the 
army, and the King had lost sight of his 
little favorite. The boy had grown up to 
be a handsome young officer of the most 
luscious Spanish type.

Europe. Most of her embroidery is ecclesi­ 
astical make, and is sent by her in gifts to 
the different churches of her dominion 
—and

She loves to take a 
piece 
of 
old 
brocade—perhaps 
already 
enriched with threads of tarnished gold, 
and taking the original design as a clue, 
work it all over in her own fancy of color, 
of which she has a wonderful sense. She 
also studies with great interest the princi­ 
ples of Japanese decorative art. 
She has a bijou residence in a park near 
the city, which she arranged herself, and 
artists speak highly of her color effects, 
but of course she has all the tapestries, 
magnificent brocades and priceless bric-a- 
brac of the palaces to draw from, so it 
would not be a very difficult task to put 
t igether a good color harmony, if one had 
the slightest feeling or education, but it 
seems that most royal persons have not, 
for pdaces are proverbially hideous. 
Occasionally the Queen, after praying 
for her husband, steps before another tomb 
and leaves a wreath of (lowers on it—it is 
near the altar in the royal chapel, and is 
that of the beautiful Mercedes, Alphonso’s 
first Queen. 
I cannot speak of Spain without jump­ 
ing over into Portugal and speaking of 
the inhabitants of one of the loveliest 
villas on the peninsula, who has been 
I queen of many things. 
I experienced a shock when I went to 
the opening of the great college opposite 
the South Kensington Museum, Gresham, 
I believe, and saw Tenny C. Claflin sitting 
on the platform beside the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. 
“Why, there’s Tenny 
C. Claflin!” I exclaimed, pointing her out 
to my very stout American companion. 
“That,” said an English dame, “is Lady 
Cook, wife of Sir Francis Cook, who en­ 
dowed the college.” 
“Lady 
Cook! ” 
gasped my companion in indignation; “so 
he made a lady out of her, did he ? 
Well, 
it must have been hard work. God help 
us who are not ‘ladies.’ ” 
Yes, she caught him after a long chase, 
but she is more than a “lady” in Portugal 
There she is a Viscountess, for her lord 
has done great service to the Portuguese 
Government, and his country seat at Cintra 
has world-wide renown. I met in France 
a lady who was at the court of Portugal 
when Tennie was presented, all in pure 
white, the color of virginity and barkeep 
ers’ jackets, with a coronet on her brow 
and a magnificent diamond blazing on her 
well-worn bosom. 
She looked very hand­ 
some and grandly conscious of her dignity 
as she conversed with the court ladies. 
Oh, if the boys could have only seen her 
th en ! 
W hile rivaled by her neighbor, the 
Queen of Spain herself dresses beautifully. 
She rides on horseback through the streets, 
with her guards behind her, so that her 
people may know she is really theirs and 
does not fear them. She also loves to ride 
in an open carriage, with the infant King 
in her arms. 
When Queen Victoria came to visit 
her for a moment last summer, she ordered 
a magnificent gown of velvet with court 
train trimmed with old lace, and wore her 
finest jewels in token of respect and of the 
splendor proper to the meeting of two 
such Queens. Victoria, of course, came 
oulv in her rusty old bounet, with the 
wonderful little white feather, which the 
whole world applauded the Princess of 
Wales for slyly inserting in it, a shabby 
black silk aud black mitts. She came near 
being bundled round to the back door of 
the palace, and the court ladies were 
dreadfully shocked at her appearance. 
The Queen is very simple in her man­ 
ners and is gradually relaxing the severe 
etiquette of the Spanish Court. Of course, 
it was not possible to smoke in the Queen’s 
presence, but knowing the Spanish fond­ 
ness for cigarettes, at a recent court dinner, 
to gain popularity, she ordered cigars to 
be produced. Every one hesitated to make 
the first innovation, aud the Officer of 
State, next the Queen, held the silver 
basket containing them, scarcely knowing 
what to do, when the young Queen, taking 
one and lighting it herself, gave it to the 
next Minister, and said in a loud voice: 
“Pass around the cigars, gentlemen.” 
All 
this arouses enthusiasm for the moment, 
but it is the crowned heads themselves 
that are giving the death-blow to royalty 
all over the world by these concessions.

AT 
HARPER’S FERRY. 


T h e U n flin c h in g C o u ra g e o f S te v e n s in th e 
F a c e of D e a th . 
[From the P h ilad elp h ia Press.] 
During the John Brown raid at H ar­ 
per’s Ferry, while Brown held the armory 
yard and engine house, he had pickets 
stationed in different points commanding 
the approaches. John Brown’s right-hand 
man, Lieutenant Stevens, with four men, 
held the end of the bridge which crosses 
the Potomac until they were driven thence 
by the citizens of Harper’s Ferry. 
They 
then retreated towards the engine house 
held by John Brown. 
Meantime ten or 
twelve men (citizens) entered the Gault 
House by means of the rear entrance, and 
bv firing’ from the windows and doorway of 
the bar-room of the saloon, they were able 
to command the street from the end of the 
bridge to the engine house. 
As Stevens 
and party retreated along this street they 
were fired upon by the men in the Gault 
House, and one of the men, Thompson by 
name, fell. 
Stevens did not know this until he 
reached 
the 
engine-house. 
Nothing 
daunted, in the face of almost certain 
death, he returned alone and tried to 
carry his friend and comrade, Thompson, 
away. He was fired at and fell badly 
wounded, but not before he returned the 
fire. 
He and Thompson were then car­ 
ried into the Shenandoah Hotel. Then 
Thompson was immediately taken out on 
the bridge and shot and his body thrown 
into the river. The crowd then returned 
for Stevens. Just as they entered the 
room Mrs. Foulke, the wife of the land­ 
lord, entered, and with the tender heart 
and love of mercy of a woman, pleaded 
with the crowd to spare Stevens’ life. 
Stevens, supposing that they were going 
to kill him then and there, with an effort 
raised himself on his elbow and said: 
“Gentlemen, have respect for the lady; do 
not kill me in her presence, but take me 
out and kill me.” His bravery saved his 
life for a time. H e was taken to Charles­ 
town and afterwards tried, convicted and 
hanged. He mounted the scaffold firm 
and unflinching, with a smile on his 
countenance. 


DEER AT SEA. 


T riu m p h o f A c clim a tiz a tio n in a Sou th 
F a c ilic C olon y. 
[From Forest and Stream ] 
One of the greatest triumphs of acclima­ 
tization ever achieved, perhaps, is the es­ 
tablishment of the red deer in the British 
Colonies of the South Pacific. 
It is no 
slight achievement to carry fallow deer, or 
even the little roe deer, over 13,000 miles 
of stormy ocean, including a broad tract 
where torrid calms of the equator alter­ 
nate with raging tempests, and ending 
with a fortnight of cold squalls. 
At length, however, a shipment of red 
deer was successfully carried to Nelson, 
a seaport at the head of Blind Bay, in 
the northern part of the Middle Island of 
New Zealand, and as the results of that 
operation, in which I had the privilege to 
be personally concerned, left absolutely 
nothing to be desired, I will do my best to 
describe it for the information or entertain­ 
ment of readers of Forest and Stream. 
Stalls almost exactly like ordinary horse­ 
boxes had been fitted up for them on the 
main deck of the ship, and to these they 
were transferred, having been taken down 
to the dock in a van and slung on board, 
the day before their departure. 
Sea-sickness is proverbially capricious. 
Some people are terribly sick when first 
they go on the rolling deep, while others 
get their sea legs at once and suffer little 
or no inconvenience. This is even more 
markedly the case with animals. 
I have 
seen horses champ their chaff uninter­ 
ruptedly from leaving the wharf, through 
all sort’s of weather, while others beside 
them were prostrated with agony and ter­ 
ror. So it was with our deer. 
The big 
stag, sultan of the herd, was a wretchedly 
bad sailor. For the first few days, when 
we were tacking about the chops of the 
channel, or driving 
through a heavy 
sea in 
the 
Bay 
of 
Biscay, 
he 
used 
to 
stand 
shivering 
with 
his 
forefeet wide apart, his head hanging 
down helplessly, and a mass of spume 
driveling from his mouth and nostrils. 
Once or twice he tried to collapse on the 
floor of his box, but we stopped that by 
means of a broad belly-band of canvas 
with 
a woolly sheepskin 
lining. 
It 
was not until we were off the Western 
Islands that he fairly recovered and took 
his tucker regularly without any unpleas­ 
ant consequences. 
His lady loves, on the 
contrary, were quite hearty from the start. 
When the ship began to roll in the 
heavy swell oft’ Deal, they opened their 
great pathetic eyes very wide and sniffed 
inquiringly, as if in feminine curiosity to 
know what in thunder was the matter with 
the ground. 
They also had a peculiar 
habit of bristling up their hair and wrink­ 
ling their skin over the neck and shoulders 
as a silent protest against such goings on ; 
but they very soon settled down to their 
new 
life, and 
never missed 
a meal 
from the outset. We 
had 
taken 
an 
ample allowance of 
the best mixed 
hay, oats and clover, in neat little trusses, 
and enough acorns in barrels to give them 
each about half a peck aday for a hundred 
days. For variety we gave them ship’s 
biscuit every other day, and on Sunday 
they used to be allowed a few American 
dried apples or a little sugar for a treat. 
The ship carried a large number of em­ 
igrants, including swarms of children, and 
our greatest difficulty was to prevent the 
youngsters from killing the poor deer with 
kindness, by giving them all sorts of un­ 
wholesome things to eat, such as sour pas­ 
try, moldy raisins, chalky sugar-plums and 
other filth. 
More than once we feared we 
should lose one of the hinds from this 
cause, and die stag very nearly died off 
the Cape of Good Hope of a mysterious 
illness, which proved to have been caused 
by a facetious sailor giving him a piece 
of tobacco, which the unsophisticated 
creature masticated and swallowed with 
gusto, little suspecting what dire eflects 
would follow. 
As soon as we arrived in port we lied 
the deer removed in their boxes, on a drag, 
to the residence of a gentleman who had 
large racing stables, and who took a warm 
interest in acclimatization, and they were 
at once placed in loose boxes and supplied 
with a moderate allowance of green food. 
This was on the outskirts of the lovely 
little city of Nelson, where the lower 
spurs of a range of lofty hills, rising 
in 
the 
background 
to 
snow-capped 
mountains, 
came 
down 
to the back 
gardens of the houses. 
A few weeks after 
our arrival, when the deer seemed to have 
become accustomed to their change of 
food and their new surroundings, we chose 
a nice warm evening—it was in the early 
summer—and turned them out of the 
stables into the scrub and grass on the hill­ 
side, where there was nothing to prevent 
them from wandering away at their pleas­ 
ure. 
It was curious and touching, however, 
to see how unwilling they were to go. 
Like the prisoner of Chillón, they did not 
know what to do with their liberty when 
they recovered it. The stag, especially, 
was loth to leave us, and we had actually 
to drive him into the low scrubs, where he 
began browsing, and so, straying on uncon­ 
sciously was lost to sight in thegrowingdusk. 
The next evening, and for many evenings 
afterward, the affectionate creatures came 
back, and looked wistfully at us over the 
fence, as if begging us to take them back; 
and they did not finally leave the place 
and make for the mountains until a fierce 
kangaroo dog—a cross between a mastiff 
and a Scottish deerhound—set upon them 
and drove them for miles.

S o m e o f th e I m p o r ta n t A d v a n ta g e s o f a 
S ea V o y ag e. 
One of the most thorough and complete 
“changes of air” is for a dweller inland to 
take a voyage on the open sea, and I now 
pass on to notice briefly the “ocean cure.” 
In the first place it may be well to men­ 
tion the advantages of a sea voyage, as 
they are generally stated. 
They are: 
1. Perfect rest and quiet, and complete 
removal from and change of ordinary oc­ 
cupation and way of life; a very thorough 
change of scene, and perfect and enforced 
rest from both mental and physical labor. 
2. The life in the open air, and the great 
amount of sunshine to be enjoyed; it is 
¡ quite possible, under favorable circum­ 
stances, to pass fifteen hours daily in the 
open a ir; and whenever it is possible the 
traveler by sea is certain to endeavor to 
escape from the close and sometimes un­ 
pleasant atmosphere of a small cabin, into 
the pure air to be found on deck. 
3. The great purity of the air at sea, and 
its entire freedom from organic dust and 
other impurities. 
In this respect it has 
an advantage over the air of the open 
country, for the latter is apt to contain the 
pollen of grasses and other plants, which 
in some persons excites hay fever and 
asthma. The air of the cabins may, of 
course, be contamina'ed, but the air of the 
open sea is probably the purest to be found 
anywhere. 
4. The presence in the sea air of a large 
amount of ozone, as well as particles of 
saline matter, more particularly in stormy 
weather, from the sea spray, and these 
may exercise a beneficial effect in certain 
throat and pulmonary affections on the 
respiratory mucous membrane 
•5. The great equability of the tempera 
ture at sea. 
This refers chiefly to the 
daily variations, which rarely exceeded 4° 
or 5° Fahr. It must be noted that in a 
long sea voyage very considerable varia­ 
tions of temperature are encountered, and 
in a swift steamer the transitions are some­ 
what sudden. 
6. The great humidity of the atmos­ 
phere and the high barometric pressure, 
which are considered to exercise a useful 
sedative influence on certain constitutions. 
It is said that the temperature of the body 
averages one degree Fahrenheit less on 
account of this sedative effect. 
The exhil­ 
arating and tonic effect of rapid motion 
through the a ir; for by the continuous 
progress of the ship the sea breezes are con­ 
stantly blowing over it, and the passengers 
are borne through the rapidly moving air 


without any exertion of their own. 
The 
influence of these currents of air on the 
surface of the body is no doubt important, 
acting as a stimulant and a tonic, increas­ 
ing evaporation from the skin and impart­ 
ing tone to the superficial blood vessels.

TANNER AND NOBLE. 


T h e S e c re ta ry o f th e I n te r i o r L a y s D ow n 
th e L aw to th e C o rp o ra l. 
W a s h in g to n , October 
18 t h — Secretary 
Noble’s first letter to Commissioner T an­ 
ner on the subject of the re-rating of pen­ 
sions is made public to night. 
It is dated 
Ju ly 24th. The Secretary acknowledges 
th e receipt of Tanner's letter of July 11th, 
m arked “ unofficial,” but which be could 
not receive as anything but an official 
paper, raising as it did the question oí 
authority between the Commissioner and 
th e Secretary, and asserting that of the 
Commissioner to be superior as to the m at­ 
ter discussed. 
"Y our position, in your own language,” 
says the Secretary, "is that while the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior has power to reverse 
the decision of the Commissioner of Pen­ 
sions, on appeal by the claim ant against 
w hom the Commissioner has decided, on 
the other hand, if for any reason it be held 
th at the claim ant has been granted too 
m uch pension the Commissioner him self 
is the only person who has power to call a 
h alt and reduce the pension. 
‘The Commissioner is laboring under a 
great misapprehension. 
“The Secretary has power to correct any 
abuse in the bureau ot the Treasury, or auy 
other bureau in the D epartm ent.” 
The Secretary, in support of his position, 
quotes copiously from the Revised Statutes, 
and adds : “ It would not do to say that the 
Secretary m any not interfere and stop by 
his own power the execution of any order 
obviously illegal and arbitrary. The Sec­ 
retary is responsible for the conduct of the 
Commissioner, and he is bound to see that 
the law is enforced, that the public treasury 
is not unlaw fully invaded, and that one 
citizen entitled to á right, w hether of pen­ 
sion or land or anything else, is not unduly- 
preferred, either in time of hearing or in 
allowance, to the maDy.” 
The Secretary takes up the cases which, 
he says, seem to be largely mere increases 
of pension allowed for long periods prior 
to the date of the exam ining surgeon’s cer­ 
tificate, establishing him the same under 
the pending claim for increase. 
In fact, he says, the Commissioner himself 
acknowledged them to be cases of increase 
of pensions. 
The Secretary continues: 
“ The cases referred to were ten in num ­ 
ber. In each the claim ant was an employe 
in the Pension Bureau, receiving a salary 
sufficient for his comfortable subsistauce, 
and at his work daily. 
They were associ­ 
ated together and most of them bad been 
in their places under a former A dm inistra­ 
tion, but they did not then prefer their 
claims, so they m ade them soon after the 
advent of the present Adm inistration. 
"T here was no reason under the existing 
rules that their cases should be made 
special or rushed through in advance of ail 
others. 
“On the contrary, there was then and 
had been for some years, printed rules in 
full force that no cases should be made 
special except in case of destitution, or 
when the applicant was on the point of 
death. 
"Y et these cases were all hurried through 
by your order, while hundreds of thousands 
of other pensions aw aiting throughout the 
land allowance for a ju st tim e of the 
bounty the Governm ent promised them . 
These other pension claim ants were, m any 
of them , supported by no such salaries as 
these particular men were receiving. And 
the association 
together of these m en, 
whereby this preference seemed to have 
been 
secured 
and 
subsequent 
allow ­ 
ances obtained, is in itself a fact that their 
purpose was to impose upon the Commis­ 
sioner. 
“A further fact in each case is that an in­ 
crease was allowed prior to the surgeon’s 
certificate in a pending claim, and that 
th e sums allowed aggregate over $16,000. 
“ Neither you nor 1 can afford to act upon 
personal considerations in a m atter of this 
m agnitude. We are each bound by law in 
all things, and it is our duty to take the 
law as we find it, to fully exercise that 
power given to either of us, and to abstain 
from the abuse of it to any degree w hat­ 
ever.” 
The Secretary refers to the duties of the 
Board of Review and says it is an estab­ 
lished and well-known rule that the De­ 
partm ent will uniformly refuse to disturb 
an adjudication of claims by a former ad­ 
m inistration except upon the most conclus­ 
ive evidence that an error has been com­ 
m itted. W hen the question as to propriety 
of given ratiDg is one of judgm ent nterely 
depending upon the weight of evidence, the 
D epartm ent will not allow the opinion of 
to-day to overturn the opinion of yesterday. 
Furtherm ore, old cases will not be re­ 
opened to reconsider or to readjust except 
upon the presentation of new and material 
evidence tending to show the existence of 
palpable error or a mistake. 
The departm ent does not entertain the 
least objection to the increase of a pension, 
or an increase to commence under the 
pending claim, as the law directs, and upon 
the evidence to support it. 
The Secretary then reviews at consider­ 
able length the cases of three of the Pen­ 
sion Office employes, whose pensions were 
rerated, and concludes thai the rerating 
was illegal and unw arranted. 
H e ad d s: "I will not go into other cases. 
They are before you. I have said enough, 
I think, to show that the Secretary may 
well call a halt until these cases can be 
m ore carefully exam ined. I notice you say 
in your letter that you have such regard 
for vour official and personal reputation 
th at you will not permit these cases to re­ 
m ain as they are, but will order each of 
the claim ants for medical exam ination be­ 
fore men whose word upon medical points 
Will be unchallenged w hen stated. 
“ The question is not w hat may yet here­ 
after be found out about these ru'en, but the 
question is w hat should have been done 
upon their record as it stood when ju d g ­ 
m ent was rendered. 
“It may be th atthis G overnm ent is strong 
and great, and has at its comm and a sur­ 
plus that no other natioa ever had, but if 
th e sum s of m oney to the am ounts above 
m entioned m ay be granted w ithout any 
further consideration of fact or law than 
seems to have been given in these cases, it 
will depend solely upon a single officer’s 
disposition whether the resources of the 
Governm ent 
shall be sufficient for its 
m aintenance. 
" There are more than enough of these 
applications already in the field, and in­ 
creasing daily, to exhaust the surplus of 
which so m uch has been said in connection 
w ith this m atter, and I am iuformed the 
applications for rerating are greatly on the 
increase, and now reach an am ount of 
from 7,000 to 8,000 a week.” 
T he Secretary further says he intends to 
have all these cases re exam ined, and has 
ordered an investigation of the Pension 
Office. Pending the result of the investi­ 
gation of the Board he will issue no further 
orders, but expresses his belief in his au­ 
thority to control the abases in his Depart­ 
m ent by any m eans he deems legal and ex­ 
pedient.

ARMY ENLISTMENTS. 


An Order Intended to Correct the Fre­ 
quency of Army Desertions. 
W a sh in g to n, O cto b er lS ’.h .—T h e fo llo w ­ 
in g g e n eral o rd ers, issu e d to -d ay fro m th e 
W a r D e p artm e n t, a re d e sig n e d to c h eck 
th e freq u e n c y of d e se rtio n s fro m th e a rm y 
by a llo w in g recruitB s ix d a y s to m a k e u p 
th e ir m in d s a fte r le a rn in g th e ir n ew d u tie s, 
a n d to allo w re c ru itin g officers to fu rth e r 
in v e s.ig a te th e re c ru it's r e c o r d : 
By direction of the Acting Secretary of 
W ar, paragraph 908 of the regulations is 
amended to read as fellow s: 
“ Any male 
person above the age of sixteen and under 
the age of thirty-five years, effective, able­ 
bodied and free from disease, of good char­ 
acter, who has competent knowledge of the 
English language, may be enlisted, due a t­ 
tention being given to the restrictions in 
this article concerning minors.” 
This reg­ 
ulation, in so far as it relates to age, shall 
not 8pply to soldiers who m ay re-enlist,nor 
to those who have served honestly and 
faithfully in a previous enlistm eut in the 
army. 
Applicants for enlistm ent will be required 
to furnish such evidence of good character 
as they can obtain. 
W ith a view to deter­ 
m ine their fitness and aptitude for service, 
and to give them an opportunity to secure 
testimonials, as well as for the inquiry and 
deliberation contemplated by the second 
article of war, they may be retained and 
provided for at a rendezvous, after having 
signed the declaration of intention to eDlist 
and passed the medical exam ination, for 
not to exceed six days. 
The men so retained will be know n as 
recruits on probation. 
The enlistm ent 
papers of any such recruit who may be u n ­ 
fit or undesirable for service, or who may 
not desire lo rem ain in service, will not be 
completed. The enlistm ent papers of re­ 
cruits who are accepted and sworn in will 
bear the date on which the enlistm ent is 
completed and the adm inistering of the 
oath.

THE STATE HOLDING A QUARTER OF

W a s h in g to n , October 18th.—Tn compli­ 
ance with a request from the President, 
Solicitor-General Chapman has rendered an 
opinion upon the question subm itted by 
the Civil Service Commissioners. In April 
J. 3d. Taylor, was appointed a railway 
postal clerk. 
Taylor, however, did not 
take the oath of office until May, 1889. 
The tim e when the rule to include railway 
m ail service should go into effect having 
been extended from M arch 15:h to May l9t, 
the question came up w hether Taylor 
should not have been subject to a civil 
service exam ination. 
The Solicitor-General finds that the fact 
that Taylor did not take the oath of office 
until after May 1st is im m aterial upon the 
question of his right to hold the office to 
which he was appointed on April 29th. 
It is understood that a large num ber of 
appointm ents were m ade to the railway 
mail service just prior to May 1st. and in a 
large percentage of these case3 the ap­ 
pointees were, owing to the shortness of 
the time, unable to take the necessary oath, 
which fact.it has been contended, rendered 
their appointm ent void. 
The opinion was approved by the A ttor­ 
ney-General.

SMOKELESS POWDER. 


E x p e rim e n ts to b e M ad e in T h is C o u n try 
—S m a ll C a lib e r G u n s. 
W a s h in g to n , October 18th.—A lthough 
foreign powers have for alm ost a year been 
experim enting with smokeless gunpowder 
and talking about its results, it was only a 
few days ago that the Ordnance D epart­ 
m ent of our arm y concluded to look into 
the subject seriously. 
During the next 
three weeks some tests are to be made in 
this country. 
However slow our army officials may ap­ 
pear to have been in experim enting with 
smokeless gunpowder, they have 
kept 
apace w ith the times. Upon all occasions 
where its claims were presented by an offi­ 
cial test in Europe the United States bad its 
representatives present, and there have 
been several official reports filed upon this 
subject with the Secretary of War. 
A lthough the attem pt has been made to 
keep the composition of this new explosive 
a secret, we know pretty accurately of w hat 
it is made. 
Dynam ite and gun cotton en­ 
ter largely into its composition. Castor oil 
is also used in some samples. Thenew spa 
per accounts of all the tests made thus far 
in continental Europe are most flattering, 
and predict a revolution in modern war­ 
fare. 
Official and im partial statem ents put a 
different light on the subject. The com- 
bnstion of one sam ple of the smokeless 
powder produces such an overpowering 
stench that it sickens persons compelled to 
be in the vicinity. 
In other cases the results are so uncer­ 
tain that the practical utility of the inven 
tion is a m atter of serious doubt. 
If it is 
discovered that practical and perm anent re­ 
sults are likely to be tbe outcome the tests 
and Investigation will be carried on indefi­ 
nitely until the m erits or demerits of the 
scheme have been developed. 
There is a craze now for the adoption of 
rifles of sm aller caliber than heretofore 
used. Investigations have beeQ in progress 
in this direction ot our Orduance Depart 
m ent for nearly two years.

lowed six additional clerks. H e therefore 
asks for fourteen m ore clerks. The Post­ 
m aster-General has received this com m uni­ 
cation favorably and feels disposed to give 
th e office the needed help, but as yet has 
not decided on a plan.

though that he will order one of the Post­ 
office Inspectors now on the Pacific coast 
to visit the San Francisco Postoffice, thor­

One Issue of £155,000 Technically De­ 
fective, But They Will Probably 
be Redeemed. 


Among the bundles of bonda represent­ 
ing m illions of dollars held in trust by the 
State Treasury for the benefit of the State 
school fund are Los Angeles county bonds 
to the face value of $255,000. Of this latter 
am ount, bonds representing $155,000 have 
been found to be defective. 
In other 
words, they contain tbe same flaw which 
prevented the purchase by the Stute of a 
batch of bonds several m onths ago. 
Some m onths since Los Angeles county 
effected the sale to the State Board of E x ­ 
am iners of some $60,000 of its bonds, to be 
applied to the benefit of the State school 
fund. On an exam ination of the bonds 
the discovery was made that they were 
authorized to be issued under an Act of the 
Legislature approved M arch 4, 1883, when, 
as a m atter of fact, no such Act was ap­ 
proved on that date, the date being March 
14, 1883, the figure “ 1” having been inad­ 
vertently omitted. 
The A ttorney General subsequently ren­ 
dered an opinion that tbe wrong date did 
not affect the validity of the bonds, but 
State Controller Dunn deemed it best not 
to draw bis w arrant in favor of Los Angeles 
county for the purchase of the bonds aud 
the sale tell through. 
The $155,000 in bonds above referred to 
contain the same defect as those rejected 
by the Controller, as the following repro­ 
duction of one of them will show : 
For value received, I prom ise to pay lo Thom as 
Browu, or order, at the office of the T r e a s u r e r o t 
raid couDty, in th e city o f Los Augeles, on the

1 Figures From the Annual Report 
Commissioner. 
Washington, October 18th.—The annual 
report of the fiscal year 1888-9 cf tbe Com­ 
missioner of Pensions shows there were at 
the close of tbe year 489,729 pensioners. 
There were added "to the rolls daring the 
year the nam es of 51.921 new pensioners, 
1,754 were restored to the rolls and 16 507 
were dropped from tbe rolls for vations 
causes. 
, 
Tbe am ount paid for pensions during tbe 
year was $88,275,113. The am ount paid as 
fees to attorneys was $1,303.583. 
Since 1861 there has been filed 1,248,140 
pension claims of which 789,121 have been 
allowed. The am ount disbursed on ac­ 
count of pensions since 1861 was $1,052,­ 
218.413. 
. 
During the past fiscal year 145,298 certifi­ 
cates were issued, 51 921 being originals. 
At the close of the year there were pending 
and unallowed 479,000 claims of all classes. 
The 
Commissioner recommends that 
Congress be asked to extend the Act of 
June 6,1874, so as to extend the benefit of 
all the pension laws to all the pensioners 
whcse pensions have been granted by the 
special Acts subsequent to said date, anil 
that pensiona be granted to tbe widows of 
soldiers who died from causes originating 
in the service prior to 1861 and during the 
tim e of peace. 
He further recommends that the Act of 
M arch 3,1877, be amended 30 as to grant a 
pension to those who, having no participa­ 
tion in the rebellion, subsequently enlisted 
in the arm y or navy ot the United States 
and were disabled therein. 
The Commissioner 
recommends new 
legislation to rectify the inequalities in the 
rates, and cites instances to show the u n ­ 
fairness in the rates now provided by law.

Decision of the Secretary o f the Treasury 
on Lead Ores. 
W a s h in g to n , October 18ih.—The long- 
expected decision of the Secretary of the 
Treasury upon the question of duly on lead 
ore was issued late this afternoon. 
It isas 
follow s: 
To Collectors and other Officers of the Customs: I 
have given due consideration to the argum ents, 
both w ritten aud oral, subm itted at aud subse­ 
quent to th e hearing at tbis D epartm ent iu May 
last upoa the question o f th e proper classifica­ 
tion of ores containing both lead and silver 
associated w ith other substances in variable 
dualities and generally' know h as lead an d sil­ 
ver ores, or as argentiferous ores, im ported from 
M exico. 
. 
Upon exam ination I find th a t the decisions 
and practice ot this D epartm eut have been u n i­ 
form for a num ber of years. It was held by the 
D epartm ent u nder th e decision dated January 
14, 1888, w ith regard to classification of certain

signed thereto, as they were not the connty 
officials when thebonils were issued.
